It  excludes  from  such 
service  ''members  of  any  Board  of  Education, 
the  superintendent  and  teachers  of  schools." 
The  act  excludes  no  others  who  come  under 
your  jurisdiction.  We  believe  that  assistant 
superintendents  and  principals  of  schools  should 
be  classed  as  teachers,  but  that  all  other  of  your 
employes,  such  as  clerks,  janitors,  engineers, 
etc.,  are  Included  in  the  classified  service  of  the 
city.  The  maxim  *'  Expressio  eat  univtt  est  ex- 
dusio  aiteriM''  is  surely  applicable  to  the  con- 
struction of  tbis  statute.  The  express  mention- 
ing of  the  members  of  the  Board,  the  superin- 
tendent and  teachers  as  exempt  from  the  clas- 
sified service  surely  excludes  all  others  not  men- 
tioned from  such  ezempiion. 

The  Commissioners  have  carefully  read  the 
opinions  heretofore  furnished  by  attorneys, 
holding  that  your  employes  do  not  come  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners.

It  is  the  sense  of  the  members  of 
this  committee  that  all  persons  performing  ser- 
vice for  the  Board  of  Education  or  its  contrac- 
tors shall  be  well  and  fully  compensated  for 
their  work ;  and, 

Whkrras,  In  the  opinion  of  the  members  of 
this  committee,  the  Board  of  Education,  as  the 
representative  of  the  whole  people,  expending 
public  money  contributed  by  ail  taxpayers  has 
no  legal  or  moral  right  to  discriminate  for  or 
against  any  class  of  citizens  or  organizatiou  in 
the  employment  of  labor ;  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  the  members  of  this  committee 
recommend  that  the  Board  of  Education  adopt 
substantially  the  following  conditions  upon  ail 
future  contracts  providing  for  work  to  be  done 
upon  the  premises  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
Board  of  Educathm. 

That  a  condition  be  inserted  in  new  speciflc*- 
tlons  and  contracts  providing  that  the  contrac- 
tor for  the  work  contemplated  to  be  done  must 
pay  the  scale  wages  known  as  the  union  wage 
scale  In  force  at  the  time  of  signing  such  con- 
tracts.

Opinion    of    Atiorytey     Upon     Occupancy    by 

PUtMburg,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Rail- 

ntad  Company  of  School  Premi)»ts. 

A  report  of  the  committee  presenting,  without 
reoommendation,  a  communication  from  the 
Attorney  of  the  Board,  with  reference  to  the 
attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Pittsburg,  Fort 
Wsyne  and  Chicago  Railroad  Company  to  ob- 
tain possession  of  a  triangular  piece  of  ground 
forming  the  northeast  comer  of  the  Englewood 
High  Scnool  lot,  as  follows: 
To  th*  Committet  on  Buildings  and  Orounds, 
Board  of  Education: 

GiKTLEvsN— On  or  about  Julv  23, 1897. 1  was 
directed  by  your  committee  to  give  attention  to 
the  apparent  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Pitts- 
burg, Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  Com- 
pany, or  its  contractors  and  agents,  to  obtain 
posscRtsion  of  a  triangular  piece  of  ground  form- 
ing the  northeast  comer  of  the  Englewood  High 
School  lot. 

I  hare  given  the  matter  attention,  and  beg 
leave  to  report  in  regard  to  the  same,  omitting 
a  statement  of  such  matters  as  are  already  within 
your  knowledge. 

On  March  2,  1892,  a  communication  from  the 
raDroad  company  was  presented  to  the  Board 
of  Education  whereby  the  company  offered  to 
pay  $1,000  for  the  land  in  question,  being  a 
triangular  piece  of  ground  measuring  nine  feet 
on  the  east  line  of  tne  lot  and  twelve  feet  on  the 
north  line  of  the  lot,  comprising  about  54  square 
feet.  This  communication  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  of  the 
Board. 

On  May  25,  18BS.  upon  the  recommendation  of 
said  committee,  the  Board  of  Education  voted 
to  accept  the  proposition  of  said  railroad  com- 
pany, and  directed  its  President  and  Secretary 
to  reqaest  the  concurrence  of  the  City  Council. 
lUs  ooneurrence  was  requested,  but,  so  far  as  I 
am  informed,  the  City  Council  has  never  acted 
upon  the  matter,  except  to  refer  the  communica- 
tion to  its  Committee  on  Schools. 

The  railroad  company  now  insists  that  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  It  to  have  possession  of 
this  land  in  order  to  complete  the  work  of  track 
eleration,  and  on  July  82,  1807,  certain  steps 
were  taken,  on  behalf  of  said  railroad  company, 
indicating  an  Intention  of  taking  possession  of 
the  land,  with  all  of  which  you  are  familiar. 

The  Business  Manager  requested  the  Police 
Department  on  July  23,  1807,  to  assist  the  Board 
hi  protecting  the  ground  from  trespass,  but 
received  a  reply  to  the  effect  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  had  instmcted  the  Police 
Department  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  of 
traek  elevation.  Acting  upon  instmctions  from 
your  committee.  I  submitted  to  the  Mayor  a 
statement  in  writing  of  the  whole  matter,  but  as 
the  Mayor  left  the  city  within  a  day  thereafter, 
laasnmethat  the  matter  has  not  received  his 
personal  attention. 

Afterwards,!  had  interviews  with  the  Corpora- 
tk>n  Counsel  and  Comptroller,  both  of  which 
oftc«s  expressed  the  greatest  desire  not  to  have 
the  work  of  track  elevation  retarded,  and  sug- 
wsted  that  if  the  railroad  company  would 
d«W>«it  iu  check  with  the  (Comptroller  for  the 
WfflJ  of  $1,000.00,  payable  to  the  Board  of  Educu- 


tion.  the  railroad  company  should  then  be  allowed 
to  proceed  with  Its  work. 

The  railroad  company  has  manifested  entire 
willingness  to  comply  with  the  sugg<  stions  of 
these  officers  and  has  left  with  me  Its  voucher 
for  $1,000.00,  payable  at  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Chicago,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Comptroller 
for  the  purposes  above  Indicated.  The  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  and  Comptroller  both  stated  that 
they  would  endeavor  to  obtain  action  upon  the 
matter  by  the  City  Council  as  soon  as  that  body 
convenes  In  Septeml>er.  In  the  meantime  the 
officers  of  the  railroad  company  have  agreed  not 
to  commit  any  act  of  trespass  upon  the  school 
ground,  but  at  the  same  time  are  extremely 
anxious  to  obtain  possession  of  the  property  in 
order  to  complete  the  work  of  traca  elevation, 
which  has  been  undertaken  upon  the  demand  of 
the  city  authorities. 

I  consider  that  the  action  of  the  Board  taken 
on  May  25, 1802,  is  binding  upon  the  Board  until 
rescinded,  and  that  so  far  as  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation is  concerned.  It  has  no  ground  for  object- 
ing to  the  occupation  of  the  land  by  the  railroad 
company,  provided  the  said  sum  of  $1,000.00  Is 
paid  In  accordance  with  the  action  of  May  25, 
1808. 

AS  the  matter  now  stands,  1  feel  disposed  to 
comply  with  the  suggestions  made  by  the  citv 
authorities,  as  above  indicated,  as  the  responsi- 
bility for  obtaining  the  necessary  action  by  the 
City  Council  in  the  matter  will  rest  with  them.

OPINION  OF  ATTORN  BY  ON   LABOR  QOESHON. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  opinion  of  the  Attor- 
ney of  the  Board  on  the  right  of  the  Board  to  In- 
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sert  In  contracU  conditions  imposed  by  Building 

Trades  Council. 

To  the.  Hoard  qf  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago: 

By  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Education,  talcen 
at  the  meeting  held  on  September  1, 1897, 1  un- 
derstand that  the  following  questions  were  re- 
ferred to  me,  to- wit : 

I.  As  to  the  advisability  from  a  legal  stand- 
point of  so  amending  the  rules  of  the  Board  of 
£duoati(m  as  to  require  the  iiioorporation  in  all 
building  contracts  hereafter  made  bv  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  following  provisions: 

*' The  parly  of  the  second  part  (meaning  the 
contractor)  shall  not  employ  nor  suflFer  to  be 
employed  by  sub-contractors  or  others,  in  the 
execution  of  this  contract,  any  person  except 
such  as  are  members  of  the  unions  of  the  crafts 
at  which  they  are  employed,  and  which  are  rec- 
ognized by  the  Building  Trades  Council  of  Chi- 
cago and  vicinity  as  a  bona  fide  labor  organi- 
zation. 

"  In  tlie  event  of  the  violation  of  this  clause  by 
the  party  of  the  second  part,  sub-contractors, 
employes  or  agents,  the  Building  Committee  of 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  forthwith  declare 
a  forfeiture  of  this  contract,  and  employ  such 
labor  and  furnish  such  material  as  may  be  neces- 
sary t©  complete  said  work.  The  cost  of  such 
labor  and  material  shall  be  audited  and  certi- 
fied to  by  the  Architect,  whose  certificate  thereon 
shall  be  conclusive  on  the  parties,  and  the 
amount  thereof  shall  become  and  be  a  just  and 
proper  charge  against  the  party  of  the  second 

part,  and  sureties  upon 

bond.*' 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
is  a  public  municipal  corporation,  and  has  power 
under  the  law  to  make  the  necessary  rules, 
regulations  and  ordinances  for  the  proper  protec- 
tion of  the  interests  Intrusted  to  its  charge,  but 
In  adopting  such  ordinances,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, it  is  subject  to  the  same  constitutional 
limitations  and  restrictions  as  are  imposed  upon 
other  public  bodies  in  this  State.  In  other 
words,  the  Board  of  Education  has  no  power  to 
enact  any  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  which  is 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  general 
lawsof  the  State,  as  declared  and  interpreted  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  and  has  no  right 
whatever  to  delegate  to  others  the  powers,  du .  ies 
and  liabilities  imposed  upon  said  Board  of  Edu- 
tlon  by  the  school  law  of  this  State,  under  which 
the  Board  Is  organized. 

Upon  a  full  consideration  of  the  provisions 
submitted  to  me,  and  upon  examination  of  the 
authorities  bearing  upon  the  subject,  I  am  un- 
able to  recommend  the  action  which  the  Board 
of  Education  is  requested  to  take  in  the  matter 
for  the  following  reasons  : 

1.  By  such  action  the  Board  of  Education 
would  be  delegating  to  the  Building  Trades 
Council  powers  and  duties  which  are  imposed  by 
law  upon  said  Board,  and.  which  cannot  be  dele- 
gated to  others,  for  the  reason  that  the  proposed 
rule  contemplates  referring  to  the  Building 
Trades  Council  the  eligibility  of  workmen  for 
employment  upon  the  public  school  buildings. 

3.  Said  stipulation  would  not  only  prevent 
non-union  workmen  from  being  employed  upon 
public  work,  but  would  go  farther  and  make  it 
possible  for  the  Building  Trades  Council  to  de- 
termine what  particular  classes  of  union  work- 
men should  be  employed  upon  a  given  contract ; 
in  other  words,  would  giv^e  to  the  Building 
Trades  Council  a  supervision  over  the  building 
oi^erations  of  the  Board,  which,  In  my  Judgment, 
would  be  entirely  contrary  to  law. 

3.  The  proposed  rule  would  constitute  an  un- 
fair discrimination  between  different  classes  of 
citizens, would  restrict  and  abridge  the  inalienable 
right  of  citizens  to  sell  their  labor,  and  would  be 
otherwise  contmry  to  the  holdings  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  repeated  cases,  which  are  hereinafter 
mentioned  and  set  forth  in  detail. 

4.  The  provisions  relating  to  a  forfeiture  for 
non-compliance  with  the  proposed  rule,contalned 


In  the  second  para}?raph  submitted,  are  so  harsh 
and  unreasonable  that,  in  my  judgment,  th«y 
would  never  be  sustained  by  any  court,  and  the 
entire  language  submitted  would,  if  embodied  in 
a  rule  of  the  Board  and  incorporated  in  the  con- 
tracts of  the  Board  of  Education,  constitute  an 
Infringement  upon  the  Inalienable  rights  of  citi- 
zens, against  which  the  courts  would  be  bound  to 
grant  relief  upon  the  suit  of  any  party  Injured. 

5.  If  otherwise  unobjectionable,  the  proposed 
stipulation  would  be  open  to  criticism  l)ecaa9e 
no  provision  Is  made  for  those  branches  of  labor 
in  which  there  Is  no  union  of  workmen,  malcinslt 
necessary  to  limit  the  application  of  the  proposed 
rule  to  those  crafts  which  ace  organized  In  the 
manner  Indicated. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
It  would  be  unwise  and  illegal  for  the  Board  of 
Education  to  amend  Its  rules  In  the  manner  pro- 
posed. 

II.  I  am  also  requested  to  ascertain  and  re- 
port what  action  has  been  taken  upon  thUt  sub- 
ject by  other  municipal  bodies,  reierence  beinp 
had  particularly  to  the  Board  of  Education  of 
St.  Louts.  Mo.,  the  Commissioners  of  Cook 
County.  Illionols,  and  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Chicago. 

I  am  Informed  that  the  Board  of  Education  of 
the  City  of  St.  Louis  has  Incorporated  In  Its  con- 
tracts provisions  similar  to  those  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Education,  but  I  have  not  been 
able  to  Hscertain  whether  the  rule  is  a  general 
one,  relating  to  all  contracts,  or  whether  It  Is 
applicable  only  to  particular  cases.  In  fact,  the 
exact  phraseology  eroploved  In  the  St.  Loals 
contracts  has  not  oeen  suomltted  tome.  Ism 
also  reliably  Informed  that  the  city  solicitor  of 
St.  Louis  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  provision  oied 
In  the  Board  of  Education  contracts  in  that  city 
Is  unconstitutional  and  Illegal,  but  that  no  case 
testing  the  validity  of  said  provision  has  yet  been 
Instituted.  , 

The  County  Commissioners  of  this  county,  pur- 
suant to  a  resolution,  have  caused  to  be  incor- 
oorporated  In  the  specifications  attached  to  all 
building  contracts  the  following  provision: 
*'None  but  union  labor  to  be  employed  on  anv 
part  of  the  work,  where  said  work  is  classified 
under  any  existing  union.'*  This  clause  is  not 
nearly  so  objectionable  as  the  one  which  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Education,  but  is  open  to 
serious  criticism  for  the  reason  that  it  ap- 
parently abridges  the  right  of  free  contract  be- 
tween the  employer  and  his  workmen,  which 
objection  will  be  more  fully  discussed  hereafter. 

It  is  true  that  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  has  taken  action  on  numerous  occa- 
sions, showing  its  friendliness  to  labor  organiza- 
tlons.  and  so  far  as  has  been  in  Its  power,  has 
endeavored  to  secure  the  employment  of  union 
workmen,  doubtless  for  the  reason  that  in  doing 
so  said  Council  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  pub- 
lic interests  would  be  best  subserved  thereby, 
but  no  such  clause  as  that  embodied  in  the 
county  contracts,  or  as  those  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  Is  Incorporated  In  Uie  con- 
tracts made  by  the  CItv  of  Chicago,  for  the 
reason,  as  I  am  informea,  that  the  otty  anthori- 
tles  consider  that  such  a  provision  would  be 
contrary  to  the  constitution  and  lavrs  of  thl^ 
State. 

III.  I  assume  that  in  referring  this  matter  to 
me,  the  Board  of  Education  did  not  intend  to 
limit  me  to  a  consideration  solely  of  the  p«^ 
tlcular  provisions  submitted,  but  expected  to 
receive  my  advice  upon  the  entire  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Board  of  Education  has  the 
power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  and  Insert 
conditions  in  Its  contracts  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  preventing  the  employment  of  non  union 
workmen  upon  the  public  work  controlled  by 
said  Board  of  Education,  and  I  therefore  present 
to  the  Board  in  this  connection  some  sugges- 
tions, citations  and  authorities  which  I  believe 
have  a  bearing  upon  the  subject. 

As  I  have  already  stated,  the  Board  of  Ednca 
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tion  In  adopting  rules  and  reffulations  and  enaet- 
inir  ordinances  18  snblect  to  tlie  same  oonstitu- 
tlonal  liinltatlonB  and  restrictions  as  are  imposed 
aponotber  municipal  bodies  in  this  State,  and 
from  a  consideration  of  the  authorities  upon  the 
subject,  lamstronffly  of  the  opinion  that  any 
rule  of  the  Board  adopted  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  preventing'  any  particular  class  of  citizens 
from  worliinir  upon  the  school  buildings  of  the 
city,  and  restricting  the  right  of  free  contract 
between  the  employer  and  his  employe?*,  without 
regard  to  the  qnaliocations  of  the  persons  seek- 
ing emplpyment  to  perform  the  work  proposed, 
woald  be  contrarr  to  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State,  as  interpreted  by  well  recognized 
sQthorities.  In  discussing  this  question,  I  con- 
fider  that  it  is  my  duty  to  quote  verbatim  from 
the  aatborities  to  which  I  have  referred,  rather 
tlian  to  present  to  the  Board  anything  purport- 
ing to  be  an  original  argument  on  my  part. 

Judge  Cooler,  in  his  celebrated  work  upon 
constitutional  limitations,  which  is  recognized 
as  an  authority  by  all  the  courts  in  this  country, 
speaking  in  reference  to  a  regulation  made  for 
toe  benefit  of  one  class  of  citizens,  has  said: 
"Distinctions  in  these  respects  must  rest  upon 
some  reason  upon  which  tney  can  be  defended, 
like  one  of  incapacity  in  infants  and  insane  per- 
sons, and  if  the  Legislature  should  undertake  to 
provide  that  persons  following  some  specified 
lawfal  trade  or  employment  shall  not  have  the 
capacity  to  make  contracts  or  receive  convey- 
ances, or  in  any  other  way  to  make  such  use  of 
their  property  as  was  permissible  to  others,  it 
can  scarcely  be  doubted  that  the  act  would 
transcend  the  l>ound  of  legislative  power,  even 
thoQgh  no  express  constitutional  provision  could 
be  pointed  out  with  which  it  would  come  in 
conflict.*' 

The  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  In  a  com- 
paratively recent  case,  has  used  language  which, 
io  mv  Judgment.  Is  applicable  to  the  rule  which 
the  Board  of  Eaucatlon  is  asked  to  adopt,  as 
follows :  ''  Section  2  of  Article  2  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  Illinois  provides  that '  no  person  shall 
be  deprived  of  life,  lil)erty  or  property  without 
due  process  of  law/  A  number  of  oases  have 
arisen  within  recent  years  In  which  the  courts 
have  had  occasion  to  consider  this  provision,  or 
one  similar  to  it,  and  Its  meaning  has  been  quite 
clearly  defined.  The  privilege  of  contracting  is 
both  a  liberty  and  a  property  right.  Lllwrty  in- 
cludes the  right  to  acquire  property,  and  that 
means  and  includes  the  tight  to  make  and  en- 
force contracts.  The  right  to  use,  buy  and  sell 
property,  and  contract  in  respect  thereto,  is 
prorcoted  by  the  constitution.  Labor  is  prop- 
vtjr,  and  the  laborer  has  the  same  right  to  sell 
his  labor  and  to  contract  with  reference  thereto 
as  has  any  other  property  owner.  The  right  to 
labor  and  employ  labor  and  make  contracts  in 
respect  thereto,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  is  included  In 
tae  constitutional  guaranty  above  quoted.  The 
protection  of  property  Is  one  of  the  oblects  for 
which  tree  governments  are  instituted  among 
nen.  The  right  to  acquire,  possess  and  protect 
property  Includes  the  right  to  make  reasonable 
contracts,  and  when  an  owner  Is  deprived  of 
oae  of  the  attributes  of  property  like  the 
rUht  to  make  contracts;  he  Is  deprived  of 
bis  property  within  the  meaning  of  the  con- 
rtitutlon  •••♦♦♦  rpije 
right  to  contract  is  the  only  one  by  which  a 
person  can  lawfully  acquire  property  by  his  own 
«bor.  Of  all  the  rights  of  persons,  It  Is  most 
essential  to  human  happiness  •  •  The 
man  who  Is  forbidden  to  acquire  and  enjoy 
property  In  the  same  manner  In  which  the  rest 
of  the  community  is  permitted  to  aemilre  and 
«Jojr  it,  is  deprived  of  liberty  in  particulars  of 
primary  importance  to  his  pursuit  of  happiness. 
If  one  man  Is  denied  the  right  to  contract  as 
he  has  hitherto  done  under  the  law.  and  as 
other*  are  still  allowed  to  do  by  law,  he  Is  de- 


prived of  both  liberty  and  property  to  the  extent 
to  which  he  is  thus  deprived  of  such  right." 

Ritchie  V.  The  People,  155  111..  104^5. 

The  doctrines  laid  down  bv  the  Supreme 
Courts  as  above  quoted,  have  been  also  estab- 
lished by  other  cases  decided  In  said  court, 
among  which  may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

Frorer  v.  The  People,  141  III.,  171. 

Ramsey  v.  The  People.  142  111.,  885. 

Bracevllle  Coal  Co.  v.  The  People,  147  111.,  66. 

Eden  y.  The  People,  161  111.,  296. 

In  ylew  of  the  foregoing  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that 
any  rule  of  the  Board  of  Euoatlon.  having  for  Its 
object  the  exclusion  of  any  particular  class  of 
citizens  from  competition  for  public  work,  would 
be  unconstitutional  and  Illegal. 

IV.  I  am  also  asked  to  adrise  the  Board  to 
what  extent  It  may  go  In  specifying  particular 
classes  of  labor  and  particular  kinds  of  material 
In  the  performance  of  Its  contracts. 

I  believe  that  it  Is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  award  Its  contracts  In  all  cases  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  not  to  un- 
reasonably restrict  competition  among  bidders, 
and,  so  far  as  I  know,  this  view  of  the  matter  has 
always  been  adopted.  The  contracts  for  the 
various  lines  of  work  are  always  accompanied 
by  specifications,  which  set  forth  the  conditions 
under  which  the  work  Is  to  be  done,  and  the 
kind  and  nature  of  the  work  and  materials  to  be 
used,  and  various  other  details,  which  specifica- 
tions form  a  part  of  the  contract,  and  nre  de- 
signed solely  for  the  protection  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Interests  which  It  represents. 
It  necessarily  follows  that  there  will  be  included 
in  these  specifications  such  provisions  as  the 
Board  of  Education  may  determine  to  be  neces- 
sary In  order  to  secure  the  proper  performance 
of  the  contract,  both  In  respect  to  labor  em- 

gloyed  and  materials  used,  so  as  to  obtain  the 
est  possible  results  with  the  least  expenditure 
of  the  public  money,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
fulfill  the  requirements  of  a  sound  public  policy. 
The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion with  reference  to  the  award  of  contracts 
are  not  set  forth  In  detail  by  the  general  school 
law  of  this  State,  and  such  law  leaves  all  such 
matters  very  largely  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  making  It  the  essential  duty 
of  the  Board  of  Education  to  administer  the 
trusts  under  its  charge  in  the  most  economical 
and  efficient  manner.  It  Is,  therefore,  un- 
doubtedly within  the  power  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  incorporate  In  particular  contracts 
such  provisions  as  will  Insure  the  best  possible 
protection  for  the  Interests  committed  to  its 
care,  and  if  It  Is  of  the  opinion  that  certain 
classes  of  labor  or  certain  kinds  of  material  are 
absolutely  essential  to  the  proper  performance 
of  the  contract  in  question,  for  the  reason  that 
the  employment  of  such  labor  and  the  use  of 
such  materials  will  accomplish  more  substantial 
results  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case,  then 
the  Board  of   Education  undoubtedly  has  the 

?iOwer  to  specify  such  labor  and  such  materials, 
t  Is  not  within  the  power  of  the  Board,  how- 
ever, to  adopt  general  rules  which  will  work 
Injustice  to  particular  classes  of  taxpayers  or 
citizens,  or  will  discriminate  unfairly  between 
different  classes  of  citizens,  or  will  restrict  and 
abridge  the  Inalienable  rights  of  citizens,  as  in- 
dicated by  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
to  which  reference  is  above  made. 

A  distinguished  writer  has  said  that  any  agree- 
ment which  In  its  object  or  necessary  operation 
tends  to  diminish  competition  for  anything,  the 
sale  of  which  Is  controlled  by  the  pui>llo,  it*  void. 

Greenhood  on  Public  Policy,  page  178.  et  acq. 

Ill  the  case  of  Ritchie  v.  The  People,  above 
quoted,  the  Court  says  :  "We  are  not  unmind- 
ful that  the  right  to  «ontract  may  be  subjf  cl  to 
limitations  growing  out  of  the  duties  which  the 
Individual  owes  to  society,  to  the  public,  or  to 
the  government.  These  limitations  are  some- 
times lnipo8e<l  by  the  obligation  to  so  use  one's 
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own  as  not  to  injure  another,  by  the  oharaoter 
of  the  property  as  affected  with  a  public  interest 
or  deyotea  to  a  public  use,  by  the  demands  of 
public  policy,  or  the  necessity  of  protecting  the 
public  from  fraud  or  injury,  by  the  want  of 
capacity.  But  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to 
thus  limit  the  rij^ht  to  contract  must  rest  upon 
some  reasonable  baids.** 

In  the  case  of  Eden  v.  The  People,  supra,  the 
Court  says:  **Wbere  the  ostensible  object  of  an 
enactment  Is  to  secure  the  public  comfort,  wel- 
fare or  safety,  it  mnst  appear  to  be  adapted  to 
that  end.** 

I  conclnde,  therefore,  that,  subject  to  the 
roles  indicated  by  the  authorities  abo7e  quoted, 
the  Board  of  Education  has  the  power  to  insert 
such  conditions  in  particular  contracts,  relative 
to  the  class  of  labor  to  be  employed  and  the  kind 
of  material  to  be  used,  as  saiu  Board  of  Educa- 
tion deems  to  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
the  interests  committed  to  its  care,  but  that  the 
adoption  of  any  general  rule  upon  this  subject 
must  be  due  to  substantial  considerations  in  re- 
gwrd  to  the  value  of  which,  as  a  protection  to  the 
public,  there  can  be  no  serious  Question.

Resolr^fi^  That  the  Committee  on  Judiciair  be 
and  hereby  is  instructed  to  prepare  and  report  at 
the  next  meeting  of  this  Board  such  amendment 
to  the  rules  as  will  carry  Into  effect  the  sense  of 
this  Board,  as  above  expressed  upon  this  subject, 

Mr.  Gallagher  seconded  the  motion  made  by 
Mr.  Brenan,  and  In  this  connection  had  the  fol- 
lowing opinion  read,  which,  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Strong,  was  ordered  printed  in  the  proceed- 
ings :

I  have  (riven  the  matter  attentive  considera- 
tion. I  am  unable  to  even  work  out  a  plausible 
objection,  on  lejcal  crrounds,  to  the  validity  of 
Buch  a  contract.  The  Board  of  Education,  or 
any  pabllo  or  municipal  corporation  —  except 
when  there  are  statutory  restrictions— can  make 
the  same  kind  of  contracts  aa  individuals  or 
private  corporations.  (Whether  they  should  or 
not,  Is  entirely  another  question.) 

An  individual  or  private  corporation  can  let 
work  to  whom  It  pleases,  and  may  provide  as 
stringently  as  languasre  can  be  used,  how  the 
work  shall  be  done,  by  whom,  and  by  whom  It 
shall  not.  In  other  words,  freedom  of  contract 
f exoept  for  somethln^ir  which  the  law  does  not 
permit  to  be  done  at  all)  Is  entirely  unrestricted. 

A,  maklnj?  a  contract  with  B  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  building,  mav  provide  that  C,  and  C 
only,  shall  be  employed  by  B  to  do  the  mason 
work;  that  D.  and  D  only,  shall  be  employed  to 
do  the  carpenter  work. 

8o  the  Board  of  Education  may  contract,  when 
it  ii  entering  Into  a  constmotlon  contract,  that 
members  of  a  certain  orfranlssatlon  only  shall  be 
employed  by  the  contractor  to  work  upon  the 
bailding.  Such  a  clause  In  a  construction  con- 
tract could  be  well  justified,  upon  the  trround 
that  skilled  labor  would  be  more  likely  to  be 
found  among  the  members  of  a  certain  organiza- 
tion than  elsewhere,  and,  therefore,  an  expecta- 
tion of  better  work.  ■ 

Bat  the  reason  of  the  preference  need  not  be 
cood.  The  Board  of  Education,  or  the  City  of 
CMcago,  or  a  private  corporation  or  Individual, 
may  say  It  or  be  will  have  the  work  done  when, 
how  and  by  whom,  as  Is  thought  best,  and  the 
reasons  for  any  kind  of  limitations  or  conditions 
cannot  be  Inquired  Into  by  the  contractor.  The 
other  party  to  the  contract  mav  execute  the  con- 
tract or  not,  as  he  pleases.  If  he  executes  the 
onntract  tendered,  ne  binds  himself  by  Its  pro- 
Tlsions. 

Courts  have  even  gone  so  far  as  to  support  a 
contract  which  provided  for  the  discharge  of  an 
Mnploye,  as  part  of  the  consideration .  Qlle  t. 
Carter,  84  N.  W.  Repr.  (Minn.),  197. 

Itnuybe  suggested  as  an  objection,  that,  as 
the  Board  must  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bid- 
der, such  a  clause  In  a  contract  would  be  Invalid. 
Kds  are  taken,  however,  undter  the  proposed 
contract  containing  the  clause  under  considera- 
tion, and  it  Is,  like  any  other  specification,  llml- 
Utton  or  condition  embodied  In  the  contract. 

The  suggestion,  therefore,  might  have  some 
relation  to  the  propriety  of  Inserting  such  a 
clanse  In  the  contracts  made  by  the  Board  of 
Edncatlon,  but  none  to  the  validity  of  the 
elaose  inserted  In  contracts  executed  by  the  con- 
tractor. ^ ,     , 

Snch  considerations  as  I  have  up  to  this  time 
9een  nrged  against  the  Insertion  of  this  clause 
hi  tiie  contract,  seem  to  me  have  rather  been  di- 
rected against  the  propriety  than  against  the 
legality  of  a  contract  containing  the  proposed 
elaose.

ilcCion  on  Matter  of  Coal  Supply  Deferred. 

A  report  of  the  committee  that  the  Business 
Manager  has  Issued  orders  for  soft  coal,  required 
for  use  in  the  Chicago  public  school  buildings,  to 
the  amount  of  about  7,800  tons,  but,  owing  to  the 
strike  at  the  coal  mines,  the  various  contractors 
have  been  unable  to  deliver  Indiana  block  coal  in 
accordance  with  their  contracts.  Representa- 
tives of  the  contractors  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee on  two  occasions  and  stated  their  inabil- 
ity to  deliver  the  coal  called  for  in  the  contracts. 
The  matter  had  been  thoroughly  discussed,  and, 
at  the  meeting  held  September  1st,  the  Attorney 
of  the  Board  was  instructed  to  examine  into  the 
matter  and  report  as  to  the  liability  of  said  con- 
tractors to  furnish  a  better  grade  of  coal  than 
that  called  for  in  the  specifications. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  committee,  held  Septem- 
ber 7th,  the  attached  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
was  received  and  considered,  and,  in  view  of  the 
present  condition  of  the  weather,  the  anticipated 
settlement  of  the  strike  in  the  very  near  future, 
and  the  promise  of  the  contractors  to  supply 
coal  to  all  schools  In  urgent  need  of  same,  at  the 
contract  price,  the  committee  deemed  It  expedi- 
ent to  postpone  further  action  for  one  week.

Gentlemen— I  have  received  the  letter,  hereto 
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attached,  from  the  Busines<i  Manafrer,  dated 
September  2, 189?,  and  have  given  careful  atten- 
tion to  the  matters  therein  Mtated. 

If  the  committee  is  satisfied  that  the  con- 
tractors are  absolutely  unable  to  deliver  Indiana 
block  ooal,  for  reasons  over  which  the  con- 
tractors have  DO  control,  then,  in  my  judfrment, 
it  will  be  for  the  best  Interests  of  the  Board  of 
Bdaoation  to  consent  to  a  modification  of  the 
contracts,  whereby  the  contractors  will  be 
allowed  to  furnish  some  other  grade  of  coal  as 
nearly  like  Indiana  block  coal  as  possible,  at  a 
pripe  not  to  exceed  the  price  stipulated  in  the 
contracts. 

The  sureties  upon  the  bonds  of  the  respective 
contractors  should  be  required  to  consent  to 
such  modification  of  the  contracts. 

Unless  some  such  arrangement  is  made,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  Board  to  rely  upon  the  pro- 
visions of  the  contracts  and  the  clause  allowing 
the  Business  Manager  to  purchase  not  exceeding 
ten  tons  of  coal  at  a  time.  This  course  would, 
no  doubt,  cause  serious  trouble  with  the  con- 
tractors, which  ouirht  to  be  avoided  If  possible, 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  the  Board  will  be  able  to 
supply  the  needs  of  the  schools  In  this  way.

ATTOBNET  TO    PAOILtTlTB    TKST  OF     CIVIL  SES- 
YIOB   LAW. 

Mrs.  Sherman,  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  presented  a  report,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  communication  of  July  19,  1897.  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  calling  attention 
of  the  Board  to  the  Civil  Service  law,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  construction  to  be  placed  on  Sec- 
tion 11  thereof,  respectfully  returns  said  com- 
munication and  report  that  since  its  receipt  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  has  filed  a  petition  for 
a  writ  of  mandamus  against  the  Board  of  Bdo- 
catlon  for  the  purpose  of  compelling  it  to  bring 
its  employes  within  the  operation  of  the  Civil 
Service  law. 

in  view  of  the  well  known  difference  of  opinion 
of  counsel  as  to  whether  the  law  applies  to  the 
employes  of  the  Board  of  Education,  we  reoom- 
mend  that  the  Attorney  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion be  directed  to  defend  the  spit,  to  waive  all 
technical  defences  and  unite  with  the  CivU 
Service  Commission  in  procuring  from  the  court, 
as  soon  as  possible,  a  construction  of  the  sec- 
tion, and  to  enter  the  appearance  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Board  who  approve  this  report. 
Whether  the  Architect,  Busl  ness  Manager 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board*  and  such  like 
officers  and  employes,  come  uithin  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Civil  Service  law,  we  think  it 
desirable  for  the  court  to  determine,  and  there- 
fore recommend  that  if  It  be  possible,  in  the  suit 
now  pending,  the  opinlon*of  the  court  be  taken 
on  this  question.

Report  of  the   Architect. 

A  report  of  the  oommlttee  presenting  the  re- 
port of  the  Architect  of  the  Board  for  the  moDth 
of  August.  1897 : 

Septbxbeu  IOth,  1897. 
To  the  Committer  on  BuUdiugs  aud  Orounds: 

On  the  -SOth  dav  of  July  all  the  union  workmeu 
were  called  oflf  from  the  Calhoun  School  by  the 
order  of  the  Building  Trades  Council  on  account 
of  the  employment  of  non-union  men  by  the 
contractor  for  rooflng.  On  the  14th  of  AuKUst  a 
strike  was  declared  on  all  the  school  building 
where  work  was  in  progress  until  the  Board  of 
Education  should  insert  In  its  contracts  a  clause 
requiring  the  employment  of  union  labor  exclu- 
sively. Feeling  it  my  duty  to  do  everything  In 
my  power  to  seinire  the  opening  of  the  varioo" 
schools  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  I  called  a 
conference  of  the  contractors  engaged  in  the 
school  work,  and  asked  them  what  they  pro- 
posed to  do  to  complete  their  contracts.  1 
stated  distinctly  that  I  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  question  at  issue  between  the  labor  nolons 
and  the  Schrx>l  Board,  and  would  not  express 
my  opinion  on  the  subject;  but  I  notified  them 
that  they  must  use  their  utmost  exertions  to 
continue  their  work  and  carry  out  their  con- 
tracts. I  urged  especially  that  the  old  buildings 
be  put  in  condition  to  be  opened  in  September, 
and  requested  the  contractors  to  confer  with  the 
officers  of  the  Building  Trades  C<tuncii  and  ar- 
range, if  possible,  for  the  completion  of  the 
work  on  the  old  buildings  by  union  men,  leaviufr 
the  new  work  to  await  the  settlement  of  the 
strike.  The  contractors  organized  themselves 
into  a  meeting  by  electing  a  chairman,  and  then 
by  a  vote  declined  to  carry  out  my  suggestion. 
I  then  withdrew  from  the  conference,  but  the 
contractors  continued  in  session,  and  appointed 
the  committee  which  drew  up  the  resolutions 
presented  by  them  to  the  board,  which  resolu- 
tions were  entirely  foreign  to  my  purpose  in 
calling  the  conference  and  to  my  request  of  the 
contractors. 

In  answer  to  the  question  of  continuing  thelc 
work  during  the  strike,  the  contractors  stated 
that  In  most  of  the  trades  it  would  be  imprac- 
ticable to  do  the  work  with  non-union  workmen. 

As  the  conference  with  the  contractors  did  net 
develop  any  practicable  plan  for  continuing 
work  I  had  no  alternative  but  to  await  the  set- 
tlement of  the  strike  by  the  Board. 

Notwithstanding  the  strike,  considerable  work 
has  been  done  during  the  month  by  trades  in 
which  there  are  no  labor  unions,  and  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  Business  Manager  we  have 
succe<Mied  in  getting  rubbish  removed  from  the 
old  buildings  and  temporary  partitions  built,  so 
that  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  all  the 
old  buildifigs  were  opened  except  six  rooms  in 
the  Ward  School. 

The  condition  of  the  various  buildings  at  the 
present  date  Is  as  follows: 

Medill    School    Addition— Cement    floors   and 
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plastering  all  completed;  carpentry  work  on  the 
interior  finish  started;  plumbing  and  »team  flt- 
liajc  pretty  well  advanced.  The  whole  bulldlnjr 
can  be  completed  in  four  weeks  after  work  is  re- 
sumed. The  ontside  work,  which  includes  Iron 
fences,  wood  fences,  cement  walks  and  yard, 
will  also  be  flnisbed  about  the  same  time. 

Ward  School  Addition— Brick  and  stone  work 
up  to  second-story  joists:  boilers  are  set,  but  not 
bricked  in;  plumblujr  in  boys'  privy  room  com- 
pleted and  in  use.  The  whole  buildlns;  can  be 
completed  in  four  and  one-half  months,  and 
alterations  in  the  old  building  can  be  done  in 
four  or  five  weeks. 

Beale  School  Addition— Brick  and  stone  work 
of  basement  about  half  done;  basement  win- 
dows set,  but  no  joists  laid.  Alterations  can  be 
done  In  three  weeks,  and  the  whole  building 
oumpleted  in  six  months. 

Calhoun  School  Addition— Building  proper  all 
lathed  and  ready  for  plastering:  boilers  are  set, 
bat  not  bricked  in;  boiler  room  roof  not  put  on 
yet.  All  alterations  of  old  building  have  been 
made  and  everything  got  ready  for  plastering; 
will  take  about  four  weeks  to  complete.  The 
new  building  can  be  completed  in  about  ten 
weeks.

QiNTLBMXN  —  Your  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Grounds  respectfully  reports  that,  acting 
under  former  instructions  of  this  Board,  the  At- 
torney of  the  Board  has  filed  objections  to  all 
special  assessmenu  of  which  this  Board  has  had 
notice  since  November.  1^6,  and  that  such  ob- 
J  •actions  have  been  generally  sustained  by  the 
County  Court  of  this  County  upon  the  groood 
that  school  property  is  exempt  from  special 
assessment. 

Your  committee,  however,  Is  of  the  opinion 
that  whenever  the  Board  has  funds  at  its  dis- 
posal  which  can  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
special  assessments,  and  the  assessment  is  levied 
for  a  proposed  improvement  which  will  be  of 
actual  benefit  to  the  property  assessed,  that  sndi 
assessment  should  not  be  objected  to  by  this 
Board,  for  the  reason  that  if  such  objec^on  is 
sustained  it  will  have  the  necessary  effect,  in 
many  cases,  of  defeating  a  necessary  improve- 
ment or  of  Imposing  additional  burdens  upon 
the  adjoining  property  owners. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  Ui 
all  future  cases,  whenever  a  notice  of  proposed 
special  assessments  Is  received,  the  Bnslnesi 
Manager  shall  forthwith  investigate  and  ascer^ 
tain  whether  or  not  the  proposed  improvement 
will  be  of  actual  benefit  to  the  school  property 
upon  which  the  assessment  Is  sought  to  be  levied, 
and  shall  report  to  the  Attorney  of  the  Board  the 
result  of  this  Investigation. 

If  such  Investigation  shows  that  the  proposed 
improvement  is  necessary  and  will  aotualhr 
benefit  the  school  property  sought  to  be  assessed, 
then  no  objection  shall  be  made  bv  the  Board  to 
the  confirmation  of  such  assessment;  but  if.  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Buttlness  Manager,  such  im- 

Srovement  is  not  needed  and  wUT  involve  the 
ioard  in  an  unnecessary  expense,  then,  in  such 
case,  the  Attorney  Is  hereby  instructed  to 
promptly  file  objections  to  the  confirmation  of 
such  assessment.

Tour  committee  recommends  the  acceptance 
of  the  proposition  made  by  Mr.  Kent,  and  fur- 
ther recommends  that  in  compliance  with  said 
proposition  the  Polk  Street  School  site,  above 
mentioned,  be  exchanged  for  150  feet  of  ground, 
owned  by  Mr.  Kent,  on  the  north  side  of  Polk 
street,  which  is  described  as  follows,  to- wit: 
Lots  20, 21  and  22,  in  Block  8,  in  School  Section 
Addition  to  Chicago,  and  also  that  50  feet  adjoin- 
ing said  last  described  property,  being  Lot  19,  in 
Block  8,  in  School  Section  Addition,  aforesaid,  be 
purchased  at  the  price  of  $200.00  per  front  foot, 
as  specified  In  said  proposition. 

Your  committee  further  reports  that  It  has  re- 
quested Mr.  Kent  to  permit  the  use  of  the  present 
school  building  for  school  purposes  until  March 
1, 1899,  instead  of  the  Fall  opening  of  schools  in 
1898,  as  specified  In  said  proposition,  but  that 
Mr.  Kent  is  unwilling  to  modify  his  proposition, 
although  he  states  that  if  the  new  building  is 
not  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of 
schools  in  September,  1898,  he  will  grant  an  ex- 
tension for  a  reasonable  time  of  the  use  of  the 
old  building.

In  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Htate  of  Illinois,  entitled  **An  act  to  authorize 
cities  and  villages  to  convev  anv  real  or  personal 
estate,  or  their  right  and  title  therein,  when  tbe 
same  shall  be  no  longer  neoeesanr  for,  or  profit- 
able to,  or  its  longer  retention  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  such  city  or  village,"  approred 
March  S2, 1889.  in  force  July  1. 1889.  which  said 
act  furnishes  the  only  method  by  which  the  dty 
can  convey  the  title  to  the  real  estate  in  question. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  agreement 
with  Mr.  Kent,  as  above  indicated,  the  President 
and  Secretary  be  directed,  on  behalf  of  this 
Board,  to  request  the  City  Council  to  sell  the 
said  Polk  Street  School  site.

There  are 
90  pupils  in  the  Greeley  School  attending  only 
one-half  day.  All  these  pupils  will  be  accommo- 
dated In  the  Blaine  and  Greeley  School  buildings 
as  soon  as  the  addition  to  the  Lake  View  High 
School  building  is  completed. 

Tlie  Bnglewood  High  School  is  occupying  a 
put  of  the  Lewis-Champlin  School  building,  and 
there  are  892  pupils  who  are  attending  half-day 
•ewtons.  Nearly  all  of  these,  however,  will  be 
provided  for  as  soon  as  the  hall  In  the  Lewis 
boilding  is  seated  and  heated.  It  was  expected 
to  complete  this  work  by  September  1,  but  the 
strike  delayed  Its  completion,  hence  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  Lewis  School. 

The  Calumet  High  School  has  occupied  a  part 
of  the  Anburn  Park  School  building  since  Its  re- 


moval to  that  place  a  few  years  ago  when  their 
building  was  burned  down  at  Washington 
Heights.  There  are  90  pupils  of  the  Auburn  Park 
Grammar  School  occupying  rented  rooms. 

The  Marshal  High  School  Is  occupying  a  part  of 
the  Marshall  Grammar  School  building,  and  there 
are  108  pupils  in  half -day  sessions.

When  hlstorv  or  literature  Is  selected  as  a  ma- 
jor, one  of  the  minors  must  be  an  ancient  or 
modern  language.  When  mathematics  or 
physics  Is  taken  as  a  major,  the  other  must  be  a 
minor. 

Candidates  wishing  to  teach  biology,  physics 
or  chemistry,  will  take  one  of  these  as  a  major, 
and  also  undergo  an  examination  in  the  labora- 
tory, with  special  reference  to  this  phase  of 
science  teaching. 


The  three  minors  will  be  selected  from  the 
following  subjects,  namely: 

1.  Greek,  8.    Mathematics 

2.  Latin,  9.    Physiography, 
8.    German,                     10.    Biology, 

4.  French,  11.    Physics, 

5.  History,  12.    Chemistry. 
8.    Literature, 

7.    Civics  and  Political  Economy. 

The  same  subject  can  not  be  chosen  as  both 
major  and  minor. 

Candidates  wishing  to  teach  German  or  French 
as  a  specialty  will  write  four  papers,  namely:

(S.)  Ger- 
man or  French  History.  (4. )  German  or  French 
Literature.  English  forms  and  expression  and 
the  general  neatness  and  finish  of  the  papers  will 
be  marked. 

All  papers  of  candidates  will  be  criticized  and 
marked  In  their  English  expression  and  any 
paper  which  is  notably  defective  In  rhetorical 
floUh,  in  spelling,  punctuation,  paragrapbinK,  or 
in  general  neatness,  will  affect  the  record  of  the 
candidate  to  the  extent  of  these  defectb.  Each 
candidate  will  have  five  marks,  and  to  be  soo- 
oessful  must  obtain  a  general  average  of  eighty. 

Correct  instruction  In  the  use  of  the  Englisb 
language,  oral  and  written.  Is  expected  of  every 
teacher,  in  every  study,  and  all  candidates 
should  be  specially  prepared  in  the  principles 
and  practice  of  rhetoric  and  English  compo- 
sition.

of  Chicago  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 


Instruction  had  been  approved  by  him,  and  the 
Board  of  Kducation  had  complied  with  the  re- 
quirements necessary  to  entitle  them  to  receive 
at  the  close  of  the  year  the  amount  of  $150.00  for 
each  deaf  child  instructed  In  the  classes  for  the 
deaf  in  the  schools  of  Chicago,  and  suiimltting 
the  following  communication  from  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction: 

SpRiKoriKLD,  October  7, 1897. 
Supt.  A.  O.  Lane.  Chicago^  Illinois: 

Dear  Sir— Replying  to  yours  of  October  6: 
The  law  requires  the  State  Superintendent  to 
grant  permission  to  any  Board  of  Education  upon 
application  bv  said  Board  for  teachers  of  classes 
for  deaf  oblldren  In  the  public  schools. 

The  State  Superintendent  has,  however,  no 
power  granted  him  by  law  whereby  he  can  grant 
certificates  to  such  teachers,  but  only  an  appoint- 
ive power,  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  certificate  must  be  granted  by 
the  County  Superintendent,  as  I  understand  it, 
according  to  the  usual  form  and  manner  of  the 
County  Superintendent,  or  in  the  City  of  Chicago 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  Having  obtained  a 
teacher's  certificate  from  the  County  Superin- 
tendent, or  from  the  Board  of  Education,  the 
State  Superintendent  then  has  an  appointive 
power  simply. 

Such  being  the  case,  I,  Samuel  M.  Inglls,  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  upon  the  application  of  the  Board  of 
Education  or  the  City  of  Chicago,  endorse  the 
recommendation  of  such  Board,  and  do  hereby 
appoint  the  following  teachers  to  instruct  any 
mutes  attending  the  school  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  said  Board:  Mary  O.  Arnold,  Mary  S. 
Grlswold,  Charles  N.  Ha8kins,'Dora  Montgomery, 
Barbara  C.  Leu,  Susan  M.  Beeman,  Ellen  E.  Tay- 
lor, Alice  C.  Bellows,  Grace  D.  E.  Coombs,  Jameft 
E.  Gallaher,  Fanny  Williams,  Mary  A.  Wood- 
worth  and  Phebe  J.  Wright.  The  same  being 
appointed  by  me  as  teachers  of  the  mute  chil- 
dren of  the  schools  of  Chicago:  provided,  eaoh 
and  every  one  has  a  certificate  from  the  Board 
of  Education  of  Chicago.

they  can  neither  be  misunderstood  nor  evaded;

Whereas,  This  Board,  so  created,  must  in  all 
matters  obey  the  act  of  the  Legislature  so  creat- 
ing it,  and  defining  its  duties,  without  regard  to 
other  consideration,  and  in  so  doing  Is  antagon- 
izing no  man  whether  he  be  progressive  or 
reactionary,  and  no  nationality,  but  is  simply 
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performing  the  sworn  duty  of  Its  members,  and 
obeyinff  the  law  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  and 

Whereas.  The  act  aforesaid.  Section  887,  de- 
clares that  "The  Board  of  Education  shall  have 
the  power  to  furnish  the  schools  with  the  neces- 
sary fixtures,  furniture  and  apparatus;"  and, 
further. 

Whereas,  Said  act  of  the  Legislature,  also 
makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Education  to 
prescribe  to  its  executive  oflQoers  their  duties, 
and  obliges  them  as  a  board  to  assume  not  to 
delegate  to  others  the  "superintendence  and 
control  of  the  schools'*  of  this  city,  and  at  its 
regular  and  special  meetings  to  ''establish  all 
snoh  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government 
and  maintenance  of  a  proper  system  of  discipline 
in  the  several  schools  as  in  their  opinion  may  be 
deemed  necessary.  And  inasmuch  as  these  pow- 
ers are  distinctly  conferred  on  the  Board,  and 
cannot,  even  by  Itself  be  delegated  to  any  man 
or  men;  therefore  be  it 

Betotced,  That  this  Board  will  not  be  responsi- 
ble for  any  fixtures,  furniture  or  apparatus,  pur- 
chased or  assumed  to  be  purchased  for  school 
purposes,  and  including  musical  instruments, 
unless  such  fixture^,  furniture,  or  apparatus  is 
parchased  by  order  of  this  Board,  made  at  its 
regular  or  special  meetings.  And  that  no  rule 
or  regulation  for  the  government  or  maintenance 
of  the  schools  of  this  city,  or  for  the  enforcement 
of  rules  concerning  their  operation,  not  passed 
by  Ibis  Board  at  its  regular  or  special  meetings, 
shall  have  any  force  or  effect  whatsoever.

Adolf  Kraus,  Hempstead  Washbume  and  Dudley 
Winstuii,  Civil  Service  Couimlssloiiers  for  the 
City  of  Chicago,  filed  their  petiiiuii  iu  the  Circuit 
Court  of  this  county,  praying;  that  a  writ  of 
mandamus  l>e  issued  oy  s«iid  court  aKuinst 
the  defendants,  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  City  of  Chioaifo,  dlrectlnfc  them 
to  make  requisition  upon  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission for  the  certification  of  eligible  candi- 
dates for  all  classified  positions,  offices  or  places 
of  employment,  as  may  be  or  may  become  vacant, 
and  to  which  the  Board  of  Education  shall  or  is 
about  to  make  appointment,  and  to  make  all  ap- 
pointments to  nuoh  oflices  and  places  of  em- 
ployment from  names  certified  by  said  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commission,  and  to  observe  the  rules  of 
said  Commission  and  the  provisions  of  said  Civil 
Service  Act  in  making  all  appointments. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education,  held 
on  September  8, 1897  (see  page  76  of  the  proceed- 
ings), I  was  instructed  by  the  Board  to  enter  the 
appearance  of  a  majority  of  the  members,  to  de- 
fend the  suit,  to  waive  all  technical  defenses, 
and  co-operate  wllh  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion m  securing  from  the  court,  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  a  construction  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Civil  Service  Act  which  are  alleged  to  af- 
fect the  employes  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

In  obedience  to  these  Instructions,  I  filed  a 

Seneral  and  special  demurrer  to  the  petition  on 
ehalf  of  a  majority  of  the  members  and  on  be- 
half of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  in  its  corporate  capacity.  Two  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  were  also  represented 
respectively  by  eminent  counsel  of  their  own 
selection,  with  whom  I  have  consulted  In  the 
management  of  the  case,  and  who  also  filed  de- 
murrers on  behalf  of  their  respective  clients. 

These  demurrers  were  argued  before  Judge 
Tuley  on  Wednesday,  November  3, 1897.  and  the 
matter  taken  under  advisement  by  the  Court. 

On  November  19,  1897,  Judge  Tuley  rendered  his 
decision  in  the  case,  holding  that  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice Law  is  applicable  to  all  employes  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  ex- 
cepting those  specially  exempted  by  Section  II 
of  said  act.  and  that  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion has  the  power  to  classify  and  present  for 
appointment  suitable  persons  for  the  various 
positions  under  the  Board  of  Education.  The 
court  also  holds  that  the  provielons  of  the  Civil 
Service  Act  and  the  provisions  of  the  Teachers* 
Pension  Act  are  clearly  inconsistent,  and  that, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  last  mentioned  act, 
the  Board  of  B'lucation  has  the  sole  power  to 
remove  its  employes. 

Therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  in- 
consistency of  thefse  two  actp,  and  to  avoid  any 
conflict  between  them,  the  court  directs  that 
all  appointments  to  positions  under  the  Board  of 
Education  be  made  from  tho  eligible  limits  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  but  that  the  Board  of 
Education  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  trying 
and  removing  from  office  any  such  employes, 
and  directing  that  the  writ  of  mandamus  be  Is- 
sued in  accordance  with  the  views  set  forth  in 
his  opinion. 

As  £  understand  the  sentiment  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  be  substantially  unanimous  in  favor 
of  the  objects  sought  to  be  obtained  by  the  Civil 
Service  Act,  I  assume  that  If  no  other  questions 
were  Involved,  the  opinion  of  the  court  (a  copy  of 
which  I  enclose  herewith)  would  be  acceptable 
to  the  B«»ard  of 'Education,  and  no  objection 
made  to  this  method  of  selecting  the  persons  to 
be  appointed  to  positions  under  the  Board  of 
Education.  In  reaching  his  conclusions,  how- 
ever, the  court  has  been  oblisred  to  determine 
the  legal  status  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
its  relation  to  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  holds  sub- 
stantially that  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  is  not  a  distinct  corporation  for 
school  purposes,  created  by  the  General  School 
Law  of  the  State,  like  other  school  corporations 
in  the  State  of  Illinois,  but  is  "a  branch  or  sub- 
ordinate department  of  the  Chicago  City  Qov- 
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ernment,'*  that  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education  are  municipal  officers  as  well  as  State 
officers,  and  that  the  Board  of  Education  is  not, 
In  any  sense,  a  distinct  or  Independent  corpora- 
tion. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  court  to  make  such  a 
finding  as  to  the  legal  status  of  theBoanlof 
Education,  otherwise  the  provisions  of  the  CItU 
Service  Act  clearly  would  not  apply  to  employee  i 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  because  the  court  1 
holds  that  the  expression  used  in  the  Civil  ] 
Service  Act,  "all  offices  and  places  of  employ-  \ 
ment  in  such  city  means  all  offices  and  pfaoes  • 
of  employment  in  such  city  connected  with  the  j 
government  of  the  city,  or  with  the  admlnistra-  I 
tiou  of  the  municipal  affairs  or  purposes  of  sack  ' 
municipal  corptiratlcm."  ] 

The  questions,  which  are  thus  decided  by  the 
court  in  this  case,  are  of  very  great  Importance 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
of  the  city  government,  because  upon  their  de- 
terminatltm  may  depend,  to  a  large  extent-,  the 
method  of  performing  a  large  portion  of  the  of- 
ficial business  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of 
the  city.  They  are  also  of  very  great  Iraportanw 
to  the  general  public  directly  Interested  In  the 
proper  performance  of  public  duties  by  pnblic 
officials.  These  questions  have  long  been  the 
subject  of  discussion,  and  there  has  been  a  very 
great  dlflferenoe  of  opinion  among  able  lawyers, 
heretofore  connected  with  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  cltv  government.  In  regard  to  them. 
If  the  opinion  of  Judge  Tuley  Is  to  be  accepted 
as  a  final  statement  of  the  law  governing  the 
relations  between  the  Board  of  BduoHtion  and 
the  City  of  Chicago,  it  seems  unavoidable  that 
complications  will  hereafter  arise  between  these 
two  bodies  of  a  most  serious  character. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  question  has  been 
HO  long  under  discussion,  and  its  settlement  by  a 
final  judicial  decision  will  be  most  beneficial  to 
all  parties  interested,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  should  be  taken  in 
this  proceeding,  so  that  the  relations  between 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  City  of  Chicago 
may  be  final Iv  determined 

As  the  order  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  in  the 
proceeding  before  Judge  Tu'ey  is  likely  to  be 
entered  before  another  meeting  of  the  Board, 
I  shall  consider  It  my  duty.  In  the  absence  of  ex- 
press instructions  from  the  Board,  to  pray  an 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  purpose  of 
settling  finally  the  relationship  between  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  City  of  Chicago,  l»e- 
llevlng  that  In  so  doing  the  interests  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  City  of  Chicago  will  be  best  sub- 
served.

opinion  of  jttdgv  tuley  in  thb  ciecuit  cocbt 

of  cook  county. 
Civil  Service  Commissioners  vs.  The  Board  of 

Education.  City  of  Chicago— Mandamus. 
Opinion  liendered  November  19,  1897. 
Tuley,  J.: 

This  is  a  mand  »mu8  proceeding  to  compel  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago  to 
make  a  requisition  upon  the  civil  Service  Com- 
mission for  ceitificates  of  eligible  candidates  for 
all  classified  positions,  offices  or  places  of  em- 
ployment, as  may  be  or  may  become  vacant,  and 
to  which  the  said  Board  of  Education  shall  or  is 
about  to  make  appointment,  and  to  make  all 
such  appointments  from  names  certified  by  sakl 
Civil  Service  Commh*8ion,  and  to  follow  the  rules 
of  the  Civil  Service  Act  in  making  appointments 
to  positions  clas'*lfied  under  said  act. 

The  question  raised  by  this  proceeding  Involves 
a  construction  of  Section  8  and  Section  II  of  the 
Civil  Service  Act,  In  force  July  1. 1<W>;  also  of  the 
School  Laws  applicable  to  the  Oily  of  Chloairo, 
and  a  decision  as  to  the  relation  which  the  Board 
of  Education.  Its  officers  itnd  employes  bear  to 
the  municipality. 
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The  Civil  Service  CoomilBsioners  base  their 
ci^ntention  that  the  Board  of  Edacntlun  and  its 
offlcem  aod  employes  come  within  the  operation 
of  the  Civil  8t»rv1oe  Act,  under  the  provisions  of 
Sections  3  and  II.  which  provide  as  follows: 

"Jiec.  3.  Said  Commissioners  shall  classify  ail 
"  the  offices  and  places  of  employment  in  such 
"  city  with  reference  to  the  examinations  herein- 
"after  provided  for,  except  those  offices  and 
"  places  mentioned  in  Section  II  of  this  Act.*' 

ejection  U  exempts  from  the  application  of  the 
law,  among  other  specified  office!",  "niembers  of 
any  Board  of  Eduoatltm  and  the  Superintendents 
and  teacher;*  of  schools/' 

The  plaintiff,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner*, 
contends  that  the  department  of  education  is 
one  of  the  departments  of  the  city  ffovernment, 
and,  belnjr  f*"*  its  officers  and  emploves  are 
dearly  city  officers  and  city  employes  and  come 
within  the  provisions  of  Section  8;  that  even  if  ^ 
the  Board  of  Bducaiion  may  be  considered  a 
Sute  agency  or  a  quasi-corporation,  established 
fnr  8choc»l  purprtses,  yet,  the  members  of  the 
Board  and  Its  officers  and  employes  are,  never- 
theleiw,  HJso  city  officers  and  city  employes  and 
come  within  ihe  provisions  of  Sections  of  the 
Civil  Service  Act.  except  as  exempted  by  Section 
II  thereof.  That  as  Section  II  exempts  from  the 
npemtioQ  of  the  law  members  of  the  Board  of 
Edacation  and  supfrintendentsand  school  teach- 
erp,  itis  a  clear  indication  that  the  legislature 
regarded  the  act  as  applicable  to  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation In  all  cities  adopting  the  law. 

It  is  hI«o  contended  bv  the  plaintiff  that  as 
Section  3  includes  "  all  offices  and  places  of  em- 
pi  yment  *«  suck  citf/,*'  it  must  be  construed  to 
mean  all  local  offlolaU  and  erapl(»yes  who  serve 
the  people  within  that  territorial  designation. 

It  is  safflcient  to  nay  that  this  latter  contention 
Is  not  warranted  by  the  reason  or  the  spirit  of 
the  law. 

There  is  no  ground  for  the  contention  that  the 
act  was  intended  to  apply  to  officials  or  em- 
ployes not  coimected  in  any  way  with  the 
government  of  the  city.  The  expression,  "all 
offices  and  places  of  employm*^nt  in  such  city," 
mast  be  held  to  mean  all  offices  and  places  of 
employment  In  such  city  connected  with  the 
government  of  the  city,  or  with  the  administra- 
tion of  Ihe  municipal  affairs  or  purposes  of  such 
municipal  corporation. 

The  contention  of  the  defendants  is  that 
"the  Biiard  of  Education"  is  not  a  depart- 
ment of  the  city  government,  but  is  an  Inde- 
pendent corporation,  established  by  the  State 
law  governing  schools  in  force  July  1,  1872, 
(amended  by  the  act  of  1889).  entitled  "An  Act 
to  Establish  and  Maintain  a  System  of  Free 
Schools." 

That  such  act  was  passed  in  pursuance  of  the 
r«Hiairement«  of  tlie  constitution.  Section  1,  Ar- 
ticle VIII.,  providing  that  *^he  General  Assem- 
bly ffhall  provide  an  efficient  system  of  free 
schools,"  etc.,  and  was  not  intended  to  be  and 
did  not  have  the  effect  of  an  amendment  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  nor  was  it  the 
Intention  to  make  by  act  of  18T2  the  "Board  of 
Education"  provided  therein  for  cities  contain- 
ing over  100,000  inhabitants,  a  department  or 
branch  of  the  city  government,  or  its  officers  or 
employes,  city  officers  or  employes,  but  it  was 
intended  to  create  for  school  purposes  an  .Inde- 
pendent State  agency  or  corporation  distinct 
froni  the  city  government  or  municipality. 

This  act  of  1872  was  amended,  as  stated,  in 
19W,  but  not  so  as  to  affect  the  question  in- 
volved in  this  controversy  (there  beliig  no  sub- 
stantial change  in  the  law). 

The  status  of  the  Chicago  schools  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  the  School  Act  of  1872  and  tiie 
effect  of  that  act. 

Under  the  constitution  of  1848  there  was  no 
limitation  upon  the  power  of  the  General  As- 
sembly as  to  legislation  for  or  as  to  schools,  nor 
were  there  any  as  to  Incorporating  cities,  towns 
or  villages,  or  changing  or  amending  the  chatter 


of  any  town,  city  or  village  by  local  or  special 
laws.  All  limitations  as  to  legislation  concern- 
ing schools  and  concerning  city  charters  are 
found  in  the  constitution  of  1870. 

At  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  of  1870 
the  City  of  Chicago  was  acting  under  a  special 
charter,  or.  rather,  under  a  number  of  local  or 
special  laws  concerning  its  city  government, 
which,  together,  c<»mpo8ed  its  cliarter.  Its 
charter  was  then  known  as  the  City  Charter  of 
1863,  a  special  law  wliich  had  been  amended  in 
several  particulars  by  special  acts  passed  in  1865, 
1867  and  18«9.  The  City  of  Chicago  had,  under 
the  then  charter,  a  Board  of  Education  consist- 
ing of  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and 
confirmed  by  the  City  Council  and  a  system  of 
common  or  free  schools  which  had  been  in  op- 
eration for  many  years. 

The  city  was  vested  with  a  title  to  all  the  val- 
uable school  lands  i>f  the  township  within  the 
city  limits,  with  power  to  lease  all  such,  to  con- 
trol the  school  fund,  and  with  full  power  and 
control  as  to  all  lands  and  moneys  donated  or 
that  might  thereafter  be  donated  to  the  city  for 
8ch<x)l  purposes. 

It  had  full  power  to  levy  taxes  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  schools,  and  the  charter, 
after  enumerating  certain  specific  powers,  gave 
the  city  "all  the  rights,  powers  and  authority 
necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  schools 
and  the  school  lands  and  funds  belonging  to  the 
townships,"  and  to  enact  the  necessary  ordi- 
nances. 

It  was  given  power  to  appoint  a  school  agent, 
whose  duties  and  powers  were  specified.  The 
charter  contained  provisions  also  as  to  the  loan- 
ing of  the  school  fund,  the  security  to  be  taken, 
interest  to  be  paid  and  proceedings  to  be  had  on 
default  of  payment  of  Interest  or  prlticipal. 
Power  was  given  to  admit  children  of  adjoining 
towns  to  the  city  schools.  Its  Board  of  Educa- 
tion was  given  power  to  confer  the  usual  col- 
legiate degrees.  There  was  express  power  given 
to  establish  evening  schools  and  mase  a  distinct 
appropriation  therefor.  The  charter  also  con- 
tainea  prohibitions  as  to  abatement  (»f  school 
rents  and  aa  to  members  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion receiving  any  fee  or  present  from  any  book- 
publlshintr  concerns,  or  being  interested  in  the 
sale  or  publication  of  books  used  in  any  ctty 
schools,  etc. 

The  new  Slate  Constitution,  which  went  into 
force  in  U70,  contains  certain  provisions  con- 
cerning schools,  which  bear  upon  the  questions 
in  is.-iue  in  this  case. 

Section  28,  Article  4.  provides  that  the  General 
"  Assembly  shall  not  pa.**8  any  local  or  special 
"law"  •  •  ♦  ^'providing  for  the  manage- 
"  ment  of  common  schools." 

Section  1.  Article  8.  provides  that  the  General 
Assembly  shall  provide  a  thorough  and  efficient 
system  of  free  schools,  whereby  all  children  of 
this  State  shall  receive  a  good  common  school 
education. 

There  Is  also  a  provision  continuing  in  force 
all  laws  In  force  at  the  adoption  of  the  constitu- 
tion not  inconsistent  therewith. 

In  1872.  in  pursuance  of  the  constitutional  pro- 
vision of  Section  I,  Article  8.  the  General  Assem- 
bly passed  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  system  of  free  schools,"  which  I 
shall  style  "The  School  Act  of  1872." 

This  act  had  a  lengthy  section  known  as  Sec- 
tion Number  dO.  All  the  clauses  or  paragraphs 
after  the  12th  apply  only  to  cities  having  over 
100,000  inhMbitants. 

This  section,  so  far  as  it  applied  to  cities  having 
over  100,000  inhabitants,  nowhere  expressly  au- 
thorized the  city  or  the  Board  of  Education  to 
make  appropriations  for  or  to  levy  taxes  for 
school  purposes,  but  the  last  clause  provides 
that "  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  con- 
'•strued  as  to  authorize  any  Board  of  Education 
"  to  levy  or  collect  taxes,  or  to  require  the  City 
"  Council  to  levy  and  collect  any  tax,  upon  the 
'*  demand  or  under  the  direction  of  such  Boaixl 
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"of  Education."  And  another  clause  provided, 
** that  all  moneys  raised  by  taxation  for  school 
"purposes  •  *  •  shall  be  held  by  the  City 
"Treasurer  as  a  special  fund,  subject  to  the 
"order  of  the  Board  of  Bducation,  upon  war- 
"  rants  to  be  countersijcned  by  the  Mayor  and 
"City  Clerk,"  and  prohibited  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation addini;  to  the  expenditure  for  school  pur- 
poses anythhiK  over  the  amount  received  from 
the  State  School  Fund,  rental  of  school  lands, 
and  "  the  amount  annually  appropriated"  (evi- 
dently mennlnir  by  the  city)  "for  such  purposes." 

When  the  School  Law  of  IS?.?  went  Into  effect 
the  charter  of  1868  was  the  law  governing  the 
City  of  Chloago,  and  It  levied  a  tax  of  several 
hundred  thousands  of  dollars  annually  for  school 
purposes.  One  levy  of  such  taxes  was  con- 
tested, upon  the  ground  that  the  levy  of  the  tax 
for  school  purposes  of  the  City  of  Chicago  was 
unauthorized  by  law ;  that  the  control  of  schools 
and  levyifig  of  taxes  therefor  was  not  vested  in 
the  City  Council,  but  in  the  Board  of  Education; 
that  the  entire  control  of  schools  and  taxation 
for  school  puri)oses  was  vested  in  a  class  of 
officers  separate  from  the  municipal  government 
as  provided  in  the  School  Law  of  1872.  The  case 
went  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  is  found  in  the 
87  Ills.,  page  507,  Speight  «»t  al.  v.  The  People. 

The  Supreme  Court  held  the  tax  levy  to  be 
legal,  and  that  "Sec.  82,  Art.  4,  of  the  constitu- 
tion, related  onlv  to  the  management  of  common 
schools,  which  the  court  defines  as  "beitig  the 
conduct  of  the  schools  in  imparting  instruction, 
and  does  not  relate  to  the  matter  of  providing 
necessary  funds  for  their  support." 

The  court  also  quotes  the  provision  of  Section 
I,  Article  8,  requiring  the  General  A^embly  to 
"  provide  a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  free 
"  schools,"  and  says :  "  There  is  no  limitation  in 
**  that  or  anv  other  article  as  to  the  agencies  the 
"  State  shall  adopt  in  providing  this  system  of 
"free  schools  (required  bv  Section  I,  Articles). 
"  The  General  Assemblv,  in  accordance  with  a 
"  well  settled  canon  of  construction  of  leidsla- 
"  tive  powers  may,  therefore,  act,  in  these  re- 
"spects,  at  its  discretion,  and  prescribe 
"  such  mode  for  the  formation  of  school  dis- 
"  T.ricts  ana  designate  such  ptrsons  for  the  levy- 
"ing,  collecting  and  ha  ing  the  custody  of 
"school  taxes,  as  it.  alone,  shall  cont^lder  most 
**  conducive  to  the  public  Interests."  The  court 
further  says:  "We  think  the  question  of 
"  whether  the  sections  of  the  old  city  charter, 
"  relating  to  schools,  are  to  be  regarded  as  re- 
**  pealed,  by  virtue  of  the  adoption  by  the  city  of 
"me  general  law,  or,  as  still  existing,  may  be 
"waived,  and  that  all  laws,  whether  in  city 
"  charter  or  elsewhere,  designed  to  affect  free 
"schools,  may  be  regarded  simply  as  school 
"  laws,  as  a  part  of  the  law  Intended  to  carry 
"  out  the  mandate  ot  Art.  8,  Sec.  I,  of  the  cnn- 
"  stitution.  And  although  they  may  require  the 
"  boundary  lines  of  cities  to  be  adopted  as  lines 
"  for  the  formation  of  school  districts,  and  that 
"  city  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  of  school 
"  officers,  yet  this  is  for  convenience  only,  and 
"  the  districts  thus  to  be  formed,  and  the  officers 
"  thus  required  to  perfonn  duties,  are  to  be  re- 
"  garded  simply  as  agencies  selected  by  the  State 
»*  to  provide  a  system  of  free  schools." 

I  have  already  stated  ihat  the  only  law  author- 
izing any  appropriation  for  a  levy  of  taxes  for 
the  support  ana  maintenance  of  Chicago  com- 
mon schools  was  found  in  the  charter  of  1863. 

This  question  as  to  the  validity  of  school  taxes 
appropriated  for  and  levied  by  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago again  arose  after  the  adoption  in  1875  by 
the  City  c>f  Chicago  of  the  general  law  for  the 
Incorporation  of  cities  and  villages,  passed  in  the 
year  1872.  This  latter  act  was  silent  as  to  taxa- 
tion for  schools,  and,  in  fact,  "schools"  are  not 
mentioned  in  this  act. 

The  validity  of  the  taxes  levied  by  the  city  for 
school  purpoj^es  after  the  adoption  of  the  general 
law  came  before  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  ca«e 
of  Fuller  V.  Heath,  89  111,  312,  and  it  was  con- 


tended  that  as  the  general  incorporadon  act  for 
cities,  then  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Chica^ 
gave  no  power  to  appropriate  for  or  levy  taxes 
for  school  purposes,  the  appropriation  and  Ictt 
of  $500,000  (for  the  year)  for  schools  was  void. 
The  court  says : 

"We  cann<»t,  however,  sanction  the  pmpo- 
"  sition  that  the  City  of  Chicago  has  been  shorn 
"  of  its  power  to  support  its  schools.  Before  the 
"  adoption  of  the  present  constitution,  the  (^tv 
"  of  Chicago  was,  by  law.  given  the  title  of  sll 
"school  lands  within  its  boundaries,  and  the 
"  share  of  the  school  fund  belonging  to  its  peo- 
"  pie,  and  was  clothed  with  the  power  of  c<»Uect- 
"  ing  taxes  for  school  purposes  and  charged  with 
"thedutjrof  supportimr  its  schools.  The  laws 
"  on  this  subject  In  force  at  that  time  whether 
"  embodied  in  form  in  the  charter  of  the  city,  or 
"  in  amendments  to  the  charter,  or  in  laws  not 
"  purporting  In  form  to  be  a  part  of  its  charter. 
"  must  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  the  school  laws, 
"  and  not  as  strictly  a  part  of  its  charter  for 
"  strictly  city  purposes." 

Citing  Speight  v.  The  People,  87  His..  600. 

"The  General  Assembly,  before  the  constlta- 
"  tion  of  1870,  had  provided  for  the  establishmeDt 
"  and  support  of  free  schools  In  every  part  of 
"the  State,  in  most  places  providing  specisl 
"  political  machinery  for  that  purpose  and  in 
"other  cases  providing  for  ine  use  of  city 
"officers  to  accomplish  the  legislative  inten- 
"tion." 

The  court  then  quotes  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  of  1870  as  to  providing  a  system  of 
free  schools,  also  Sec.  22,  Art.  4,  prohibiting  any 
special  or  local  laws  as  to  the  management  of 
common  sohools;  and,  continuing  In  force  all 
laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution,  and 
cites  its  own  opinion  in  the  Speight  ca.«6  In  the 
87  Illinois,  the  languase  of  which  Is  heretofore 
quoted,  and  then  proce«»ds: 

"It  follows  that  nelthertheadoptlon,  by  the 
"  City  of  Chicago,  of  the  general  law  relating  to 
"cities  and  villages,  nor  the  passage  of  the  g«n- 
"eral  school  law,  has  modified  or  impaired  the 
"former  laws  authorizing  the  City  of  Chicago 
"(as  a  public  agency)  to  levy  and  collect  taxes 
"  for  school  purposes." 

.The  former  laws,  here  referred  to,  can  only  re- 
fer to  the  act  of  1868  and  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  which  constituted,  prior  to  1875,  the 
charter  of  the  City  <»f  Chicago.  Notwithstandinir 
this  express  recognition  of  the  continued  exist- 
ence, "not  modified  or  impaired,"  of  these 
former  laws,  (Charter,  1868),  it  is  seriously  con- 
tended by  the  defense  that  "the  charter  of  l8t)S 
was  repealed  by  the  School  Law  of  1872,"  and 
from  some  loose  expressions  of  the  court  in  the 
two  cases  cited  and  in  McQurn  case  post,  that 
the  Board  of  Bducation  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
and  the  City  of  Chicago  are  two  distinct  corpora- 
tions, the  first  created  by  the  School  Law  of  187? 
and  the  latter  by  the  General  Law  of  Cities  and 
Villages,  which  was  adopted  by  the  City  of 
Chicago  in  1875. 

In  the  case  of  McGum  v.  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  City  of  Chicago.  138  Ills..  1S4.  the 
court.  In  commenting  upon  the  effect  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  School  Law  of  1872,  as  affecting  the 
control  of  schools  In  new  territory  becoming  a 
part  of  the  City  of  Chicago  through  annexation, 
comments  upon  the  provisions  of  the  act  affect- 
ing the  annexed  territory  prior  to  annexation, 
and  says: 

"  Nor  is  the  repugnancy  between  the  functions 
"of  these  two  classes  or  corporations  estab- 
"lished  by  the  fact  that,  by  our  present  school 
''  law.  the  charge  and  control  of  schools  in  cides 
"  having  over  100,000  Inhabitants.  Is  committed  to 
"  a  Board  of  Education,  which,  in  some  pohitsof 
"view,  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  subordinate de- 
"  partment  of  the  city  government,  and  in  others 
"as  an  independent  municipal  corporation.  Socb 
"distribution  of  municipal  powers  simply  shows 
"  that  In  the  judgment  of  the  legislature  a  Board 
"  of  Education  is  the  best  instrumentality  for 
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"takfnff  charge  of  and  maintairlne  a  system  of 
"  free  schools  within  the  city,  and  not  that  the 
"same  functions  might  not  constitutionally 
"  have  been  oommltted  directly  to  the  city.** 

"That  the  several  municipal  corporations 
*'  named  in  such  title  (meaning  the  title  of  the 
"Act  foT  Annexation  of  Cities  and  Villages), 
"  school  districts,  school  townships  and  Boards 
*'of  Education,  are  not  two  classes  of  corpora- 
"tlons  existing  under  different  laws,  having  dif- 
**fereut  functions,  powers  and  objects,  and  con- 
*'<tiiatlng  wholly  dissociate  governmental 
"asrsncies." 

This  case  is  relied  upon  by  the  defense  as  hold- 
ing that  the  Board  of  Bducation  of  Chicago  is  a 
distinct  corporation.  If  the  court  had  said  that 
the  Board  *"  In  some  points  may  be  regarded  as  a 
"  QUHSi-corporation/*  it  would  have  more  techni- 
cally expressed  the  law. 

I  regard  the  McGum  case  as  sustaining  the 
views  expressed  In  this  opinion  and  as  holding 
that  the  City  of  Chicago  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation are  not  "dissociate  governmental 
"agencies/*  An  analysts  of  this  case,  as  also  of 
the  two  tax  cases— Speiirht  v.  People.  87  Ills  , 
and  of  Fuller  v.  Heath,  S9  Ills.,  ante,  will  show 
that  It  was  not  necessary  to  the  decision  of 
either  one  of  the  oases  for  the  Supreme  Court  to 
bold  or  decide  that  the  Board  of  Education  was 
a  corporation,  or  that  It  had  any  corporate 
powers  or  existence  Independent  of  the  City 
of  Chicago.  Ail  that  is  said  In  either  cane, 
tending  to  sustain  such  views.  Is  simply 
obiter,  and  utterly  unnecessary  to  a  deolsiun  of 
the  matter  before  the  court  Loose  expressions 
by  a  court  arguendo  should  not  be  regarded  as 
deciding  a  point  or  principle  not  involved  In  the 
ca«e. 

Citn  the  contention  be  sustained  that  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago  is  a  distinct 
polltloal  corporation  for  school  purposes  created 
by  the  School  Act  of  1873? 

Nowhere  In  that  act  Is  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation in  cities  containing  over  100.000  inhab- 
itants declared  to  be  a  **body  politic  and  cor- 
porate.** It  is  a  fair  presumption  that  if  the 
General  Assembly  had  so  Intended  It  to  be  it 
would  have  declared  so  In  so  many  words. 

A  corporation  Is  a  creation,  not  an  inference. 
It  is^'an  artificial  being,**  a  distinct  entity,created 
bj  legislative  flat  ana  not  by  Judicial  construo- 
tioD. 

Defendants  do  not  contend  that  It  Is  a  quasi- 
corporation,  which  latter  is  an  invention  of  the 
courts,  and  means  simply  that  the  body  referred 
to  has  some  of  the  powers  usually  given  to 
bodies  politio  and  corporate. 

The  School  Act  of  1872  was  In  legal  effect  an 
amendment  of  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
•ofar  as  the  department  of  education  is  con- 
cerned. In  the  charter  of  1868,  In  the  enumera- 
U'Mi  of  city  offioers,  was  found  the  **Board  of 
Education.**  It  is  not  necessary  that  an  act,  in 
order  to  be  an  amendment  of  the  city  charter, 
KboQld,  on  Its  face,  purport  to  be  such  an  amend- 
ment 

'  It  Is  sufficient  If  it  has  the  effect  to  make  a 
change  in  the  mode  or  manner  of  carrying  on 
the  city  government  or  any  department  thereof. 

Id  The  People  v.  Wright.  70  Ills.,  801,  the  ques- 
tlftn  was  whether  what  was  known  as  the 
"Mayor*s  BUI,**  passed  In  1872,  Included  within 
Its  purview  the  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of 
P«4loe  of  the  City  of  Chicago.  This  Board  of 
Police  was  organized  under  an  act  in  force 
February  21,  !86l,  and  Ite  Commissioners  were 
elected  by  the  people  of  the  county.  It  was  con- 
tended that  as  the  Mayor's  act  gave  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  power  to  remove  a  member  of  any 
Board  organized  under  the  charter,  or  amend- 
ments to  the  charter,  that  he  could  not  remove 
the  Police  Commissioners,  because  the  Board  of 
PoUoe  Commissioners  was  nc»t  a  Board  organ- 
ized under  a  charter  of  the  City  of  Cbicago,  or 
any  amendments  thereto. 

Tbeoourta  say  as  to  the  act  organizing  the 


Board  of  Police  Commissioners  that  **although 
'*  that  act  does  not.  In  terms,  profess  to  be  an 
''amendment  to  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
*'cago,  it  is  manifest  that  such  was  Its  necessary 
''effect.  It  \n  entitled  'An  act  to  establish  a 
"  Board  of  Police  in  and  for  the  City  of  Chicago, 
"  and  to  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties.'  It 
"requires the orgunizaflon  of  an  executive  de- 
"  partment  of  the  municipal  government  of  the 
"  city  to  be  known  as  the  'Board  of  Police  of  the 
"City  of  Chicago,'  and  to  this  Board  it  transfers 
"  the  control  and  management  of  the  entire  po- 
"lice  of  the  city  and  also  of  all  public  police 
"property.  Certain  powers  theretofore  exer- 
"cised  by  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  are, 
"  therefore,  to  be  exercised  by  the  Board  of  Po- 
"  lice.  Salaries  are  to  be  paid  the  officers  of  the 
"department  out  of  the  city  treasury;  taxes  are 
"  to  be  levied  and  collected  from  the  taxable 
"property  In  the  city  to  raise  the  necessary 
"  funds  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  depart- 
"ment,  andto  be  paid  Into  the  city  treasury, 
"  and  all  prior  laws  In  conflict  with  any  of  the 
"  provMons  of  the  act  are  expressly  repealed. 

"Prom  the  time  It  became  a  law  this  act  was, 
"therefore,  the  source  of  certsin  municipal 
"powers,  exercised  by  those  whose  functions 
"In  the  city  government  related  to  the  pro- 
"  tectlon  of  the  lives,  property  and  liberty  of  the 
"  citizens.  It  became  fundamental,  a  part  of  the 
"orgAnlo  law  of  the  munlcipalitv;  in  other 
"  words,  an  amendment  of  its  charter;  and  the 
"mere  fact  that  the  act  in  Its  title  does  not  pro- 
"  fess  to  amend  the  city  charter,  U  unimportant. 
'*  It  professes  to  and  does  enact  that  which 
'•  makes  new  orgnnlc  law  f<»r  t  he  city  government, 
"and  this  Is  sufficient.'*  •  •  •  "The  paramount 
"and  controlling  object  In  its  enactment  was 
"the  welfareof  the  city,  and  all  else  is  but  In- 
"  cidental  and  subsidiary  to  this.** 

The  court  then  reviews  the  various  enact- 
ments In  regard  to  the  Board  of  Police  Com- 
missioners, and  says: 

"  In  view  of  the  various  enactments  referred 
'»to**  *  •  the  court  cannot  hesitate  to  say 
"  that  It  was  organized  under  amendments  to 
"the  charter  of  the  city.'* 

The  ctjurt,  therefore,  held  the  Mayor  had  the 
power  of  removal.  There  Is  much  reasoning  In 
this  opinion,  which  is  applicable  to  the  case  at 
bar,  but  the  opinion  is  too  lenethy  to  quote  any 
more  from.  Section  80  of  the  School  Act  of  187< 
relates  to  cities  having  more  than  100.000  inhab- 
itants. This  court  will  take  Judicial  notice  that 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act,  and  at 
the  prenent  date,  Chicago  Is  the  only  city  In  the 
State  which  has  over  100,000  inhabitants. 

The  same  ruling  was  made  as  to  a  law  affect- 
ing the  Water  Department  of  the  City  of  Spring- 
field, ni. 

Board  v.  People,  187  Ills.,  60. 

Also  as  to  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  v. 
New  York  City,  2  Hills,  482,  N.  Y. 

Also  as  to  Board  of  Aqueduct  Commissioners, 
and.  further,  that  they  were  city  officers  and 
subject  to  civil  service  examination,  17  Abbott, 
54,  N.  Y. 

There  Is  In  the  constitution  of  1870  a  prohibi- 
tion against  the  legislature  passing  any  local  or 
special  law  changing  or  amending  the  charter  of 
any  city,  but  as  the  constitution  required  the 
General  Assembly  to  provide  a  system  of  free 
schools*,  if  In  the  enaction  of  such  law  there 
were  inserted  provisions  as  to  schools  which 
had  the  legal  effect  of  an  amendment  to  the  eltv 
charter  of  Chicago,  such  a  law  (act  of  1872) 
would  not  be  a  local  or  special  law  changing  or 
amending  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

The  fact  that  the  Board  of  Education  Is  in 
some  sense  a  State  airency  for  tlie  mangement  of 
schools,  does  not  make  It  any  the  less  a  city 
agency  or  any  the  less  a  part  and  parcel  of  the 
machinery  of  the  city  government.  The  police 
is  a  State  agency  In  one  sense,  so  far  as  the  en- 
forcement of  the  State  laws  are  concerned,  but 
they  are  city  officers   nevertheless.    The  same 
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may  be  said  of  the  Fire  Department.  The  Civil 
Service  Commissloa  i^  a  State  asenoy,  yet  it  is  a 
department  of  the  city  (fuvemment  and  its  of- 
ficers aud  employes  are  city  officers  and  em- 
ployes. 

The  education  of  the  people  may  be  and  is  a 
State  purpose,  but  the  education  of  Us  citizens 
is  also  a  municipal  purpose,  and,  therefore,  a 
corporate  purpose.  If  it  Is  a  corporate  purpose, 
then  those  eufcatred  in  carrying?  out  that  corpor- 
ate purpose  are  city  offlcer?<  and  city  employes. 

If  the  School  Act  of  1872  stood  repealed  the 
city  would  nevertheless  have  power  under  the 
general  law  of  1872  (which  says  not  a  word 
about  schools),  to  provide  for  the  education  of 
Its  citizens  by  levying;  taxen  for  and  maintaining 
common  schools.  It  would  have  this  power  to 
levy  school  taxes  under  the  eeneral  power  to 
levy  taxes  for  corporate  purposes. 

A  city  cannot  receive  gifts,  deyises  or  legacies 
in  trust  for  any  but  corporate  purposes,  but 
many  such  have  been  maintained  upon  the  sole 
ground  that  (he  education  of  its  citizens  was  a 
corporate  purpose. 

See  Dlilon  on  Corporations,  Sec.  437,  etc. 

That  the  School  Act  of  1872  did  noi  intend  to 
create  the  Board  of  Education  a  distinct  cor- 
poration, independent  of  the  City  of  Chicago, 
an  imp^Hutn  in  imperto  is  shown  by  refer- 
ence to  numerous  sections  therein.  The  Board, 
by  Sec.  80,  Is  given  power  t»>  borrow  money 
upon  the  credit  of  the  city,  with  the  consent  of 
the  City  Council.  It  is  prohibited  from  levying 
any  taxes,  aud  draws  Its  very  life  blood  and 
sustenance  from  taxes  levied  by  the  city.  Its 
very  existence  depends  upon  the  co-opera tlon  of 
the  City  CounoU  In  the  education  of  the  children 
of  the  city.  It  is  made  a  duty  of  the  Board  to 
report  to  the  Git V  Council  any  suggestions  that 
they  deem  expedient  or  requisite  in  relation  to 
schools  and  school  fund  *  «  «  and  generally 
to  recommend  the  establishment  of  schools  and 
school  districts.  Also,  it  is  made  its  duty  to 
communicate  to  the  City  Council  from  time  to 
time  such  information  in  their  poiisesslen  as  may 
be  required  (meaning  by  the  City  Council). 

The  Board  can  draw  no  money  out  of  the  city 
treasury,  except  the  warrant  Is  signed  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Cleric,  and  all  conveyances 
of  school  property  go  to  the  city,  but  cannot  be 
sold  except  upon  request  of  the  Board. 

That  the  Board  was  not  to1>e  a  distinct  corpo- 
ration from  the  city  Is  also  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  School  Law  of  187:2,  In  express  words,  declares 
*•  Trustees  of  Schools  and  School  Directors" 
"bodies  politic  and  corporate,"  and  gives  to 
other  Boards  «>f  Education  In  the  State,  other 
than  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  "powers  and 
duties  of  School  Directors." 

The  fact  that  In  this  School  Law  of  18T2  all 
other  "Boards,"  or  other  governing  bodies,  of 
schools,  are  made  distinct  corporations,  "bodies 
politic  and  corporate,"  and  that  In  cities  of  over 
100,000  Inhabitants  (meaning  thereby  Chicago) 
the  Board  of  Education  is  not  referred  to  as  a 
corporation  of  any  Iclnd  or  nature,  is  a  strong 
argument  to  show  that  the  legislature  intended 
that  the  Board  of  Education  of  Chicago  should 
continue,  as  It  had  theretofore  been,  a  branch  or 
subordinate  department  of  the  Chicago  city  gov- 
ernment. 

Because  the  Board  of  Education  is  given,  by 
Sec.  80  of  the  School  Law,  certain  powers  there- 
tofore by  the  city  charter  conferred  upon  the 
City  Council,  and  Its  c  mcurrence  or  consent  was 
required  to  th«  exercise  of  certain  powers  by 
the  City  Council,  does  not  tend  to  show  tiiat  the 
legislature  Intended  to  create  the  Board  a  dis- 
tinct corooratlon  from  tlie  city.  Under  the 
charter  of  1863  no  money  could  be  drawn  from 
the  School  Fund  except  upon  vouchers  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  This  provision  was 
in  substance  enacted  in  the  School  Act  of  187^, 
Sec.  80,  and  this,  with  other  provisions,  requiring 
an  to  schoftl  matters  certHln  acts  to  be  done  bv  ' 
the  Council  and  other  city  officers  jointly  with   ' 


the  Boird  of  Education,  show  that  it  was  not 
the  intention  of  the  law- makers  to  constitute  the 
Board  an  independent  o  rporntion.  The  General 
Assembly  found  a  Board  of  Education  existio? 
in  the  City  of  Chicago  as  a  branch  of  the  City 
government.  A  comparison  of  the  charter  of 
1863  with  Sec.  80  of  the  School  Act  of  I87i,  wlU 
show  that  the  charter  provisions  were  taken  as  a 
basis  for  the  provisions  of  Sec.  80,  and  that  the 
General  Assembly  simply  adopted  the  Chicago' 
Board  of  Education  ana  other  officers  of  thecliv 
as  its  agents  for  carrying  on  in  Chicago  the  sys- 
tem of  free  schools  provided  for  in  the  School 
Act  of  1872. 

The  entire  charter  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  as 
to  schools,  has  not  been  wholly  repealed  by  the 
School  Act  of  187*2.  Among  others  of  the  unre- 
pealed provisions  of  the  charter  of  1863,  which 
are  not  Inconsistent  with  the  School  Act  of  18T)i» 
may  be  enumerated  the  provision  as  to  the 
power  to  establish  night  schools  and  make  spec- 
ial appropriation  therefore,  the  appointroeot  of 
a  School  Agent  and  his  powers  and  duties,  the 
provision  prohibiting  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education  from  receiving  any  present  or  fee 
from  any  book  publinhing  concerns,  or  being 
Interested  in  any  book  used  in  the  city  schools, 
and  several  provisions  as  to  the  power  of  the 
City  Council  in  regard  to  school  lands,  school 
leases  and  school  f  undx. 

In  the  case  of  Smith  v.  The  People,  '64  Ills., 
the  question  was  squarely  presented  whether 
where  a  city  adopts  the  general  law  for  the  in- 
corporation of  cities  and  villages,  such  adoption 
does  not  abrogate  the  provisions  In  the  city's 
former  special  charter  in  regard  to  schools, 
which  are  not  Inconsistent  with  anything  in  the 
general  law. 

In  that  case  the  court  held  that  '*  the  adoption 
by  the  city  of  the  general  law  f«>r  the  Incorpora- 
tion of  cities  and  villages  (which  has  no  relation 
to  schools),  does  not  abrogate  the  provisions  in 
such  city's  former  special  charter,  for  the  estah- 
llshment  and  managementof  a  system  of  schools, 
such  provisions  not  being  inoonslstent  with  any- 
thing in  said  general  law. 

The  reference  to  Boards  of  Education  in  Sec- 
tion II  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  cannot  be  rejected 
as  surplusage.  It  Is,  however,  contended  that 
the  Civil  Service  Act  only  applies  to  certain 
cities  In  the  State,  to-wit :  those  acting  under 
special  charters,  having  Boards  of  Education 
and  containing  less  than  100,000  inhabitants.  It 
is  not  a  reasonable  construction  of  this  act  to 
say  that  the  act  was  intended  to  apply  to  some 
cities  and  not  to  others,  to  some  Boards  of  Edn- 
cation  and  not  to  others.  The  evils  souzht  to  be 
remedied  by  the  Civil  Service  Act  exist  in  all 
cities,  and  particularly,  and  to  a  greater  extent, 
in  cities  of  over  100,000  iuhabitanto  than  in 
smaller  cities. 

The  Civil  Service  Act  is  general  in  its  provis- 
ions and  applies  to  ail  cities  adopting  it,  and  no 
reason  can  be  perceived  why  i  he  courts  should 
by  construction  exempt  from  its  operation  any 
person  connected  with  the  Board  of  Education 
in  the  Citv  of  Chicago  other  than  "members  of 
the  board,  superintendents  and  teaithers,*'  ex- 
pressly exempted  by  Section  II  of  the  act 

In  the  opinion  of  the  court,  the  most  serious 
question  in  this  case  arises  from  the  pas*<Mge  of 
the  School  Teacher*'  and  Emphiyees'  Pension 
Act,  passed  at  the  same  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  ( 1895)  as  the  Civil  Service  Act 

The  Civil  Service  Act  was  an  emergency  act 
and  onlv  to  take  effect  upon  its  adoption  by  a 
vote  of  the  electors  of  any  city.  It  was  not 
known  that  any  city  would  adopt  it.  The  Pen- 
sion Act  was  passed  a  few  days  after  the  Civil 
Service  Act  and  went  into  force  on  July  1, 1895. 
The  Civil  Service  Act  having  been  adopted  by 
the  City  of  Chicago  went  into  force  the  same 
day,  July  1.  1896. 

The  Pension  Act  provides  that  no  teacher  or 
employe  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be  re- 
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moved  except  for  cause  upon  written  charges  to 
b^  toTestiirated  by  the  Board. 

The  C?i?il  Service  Act  provides  that  "uo  em- 
ployes •  ♦  ♦  shall  be  removed  except  for 
caaw/*  "to  be  investf^ted  by  or  before  said 
Civil  Service  Commissioners  or  by  or  before  some 
officer  tppointed  by  said  commissioners  for  that 
porpfjse." 

These  two  provisions  are  clearly  inconsistent, 
as  one  jrives  the  power  of  removal  of  employes 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  and  the  other 
to  the  Board  of  Education.  There  is  no  conflict, 
however,  between  the  two  acts  in  any  other 
respect. 

As  said  by  our  Supreme  Court  in  the  cases 
cited,  all  laws  affecting  schools  may  be  said  to 
h^  school  laws  and  in  providing  **a  system  of 
free  schools*,'*  as  provided  by  Sec.  1,  Art.  8.  of 
the  ooastitution,  the  General  AHsembly  could 
select  any  agency  it  thought  proper.  It  could 
select  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  for  one  purpose,  the  City  Council,  the 
Mayor,  City  Clerk,  or  Citv  Treasurer,  for  otlier 
purposes,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  for 
still  other  purposes. 

A  construction  must  be  given  the  two  acta 


which  will  avoid  any  conflict  or  inconsistency  if 
it  can  be  roanonably  done.  By  holding  that  the 
Civil  Service  Act  gives  the  Board  of  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  the  power  to  classify  and  present 
for  appointment  suitable  persons  for  the  position 
of  employes  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  hold- 
ing that  under  the  provisions  of  the  Pension  Act 
the  Board  of  Education  has  power  to  try  and 
remove  employes,  the  two  acts  can  stand  to- 
gether and  such  is  my  construction  of  the  two 
acts. 

An  order  for  a  vnit  of  mandamus  and  the  And- 
Ing  of  the  court  in  accordance  with  the  views 
expressed  may  be  prepared . 

Mr.  Cusack  moved  that  the  recommendations  of 
the  Attorney  be  concurred  in  and  that  th«  Pres- 
ident be  empowered  to  employ  any  additional 
legal  talent  that  may  be  required  in  perfecting 
an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

Seconded  by  Mr.  Trude  and  so  ordered.

To  the  Board  of  Education  <tf  the  City  of  Chicago : 

Tour  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds 
Would  respectfully  report  that  they  are  In  re- 
ceipt of  a  communication  from  the  Business 
Hanaser  of  the  Board  (u  copy  of  which  has  been 
furnished  each  member),  calling  attention  to 
the  fact  that,  owinir  to  the  enlarging  of  the 
workshop  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
school  buildings  and  rented  branches,  necessi- 
tating numerous  repairs  and  improvements,  as 
evidenced  by  the  lengthy  reports  calling  for  re- 
pairs and  improvements  adopted  at  each  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  he  finds  it  impossible  to  carry 
out  the  orders  of  the  Board  promptly  for  the 
reason  that  the  present  force  of  clerks,  mechanics 
-and  laborers  under  his  charge  is  inadequate,  and 
recommending  certain  changes  in  connection 
with  the  business  department. 

Your  committee  would  further  report  that  they 
have  carefully  considered  the  communication, 
and  after  a  thorouirh  investigation  of  the  various 
suggestions  embodied  therein,  would  respect- 
fully recommend  the  following  changes  find  ap- 
pointments in  connection  with  said  department: 

First.  That  an  additional  stenographer  and 
typewriter  be  employed  In  the  Business  Blanager's 
office. 

Second.  That  Joseph  J.  Magrady,  at  present 
Inspector  of  all  school  property  located  south  of 
Madison  street,  be  promoted  to  the  position  of 
Assistant  to  the  Business  Manager,  at  a  salary 
of  $2,000.00  per  annum. 

That  Frank  Pieters  be  promoted  from  the 
position  of  foreman  to  that  of  [nspect<»r  of  all 
school  property  located  south  of  Madison  street, 
at  a  salary  of  $1,800  per  annum. 

That  the  salary  of  J.  8.  Osgood.  Inspector  of 
all  school  property  located  north  of  Madisoq 
street,  be  Increased  to  $1,800.00  per  annum. 

Said  changes  in  salaries  to  date  from  Decem- 
ber 1. 1897,  and  to  remain  in  force  until  Decem- 
ber 31,1898.

That  »ald  commlrtee  granted  to  the  Union 
Kiea«ue  Club  the  privilege  of  distributing  in  the 
publio  schools  leaflets  containing  alleged  patriotic 
«onirs,  with  the  object  of  having  them  committed 
to  memory  and  sung  by  the  school  children  at 
the  Washington  Memorial  Sei'vices;  and,  that 
^he  Uniou  Leairue  Club  expects  the  further  privi- 
lege of  supplying  the  orators  for  each  of  the 
forty-two  publio  schools  in  which  such  services 
will  be  held. 

That  assuming  this  report  to  be  correct,  we 
vespectf  uUy  protest  against  the  action  of  your 
•committee  and  ask  that  the  privilege  granted  be 
revoked. 

In  support  of  this  protest  and  request,  we  re- 
apectfuily  represent: 

That  the  .privilege  granted  is  exclusive. 

That  to  grant  a  like  privilege  to  other  organiza- 
tions that  would  gladly  accept  would  he  as 
absurd  as  this  exclusive  grant  to  the  Union 
Xieague  Club  is  dangerous  to  the  welfare  of  the 
public  schools. 

That  the  Union  League  Club  is  a  representative 
body  of  rich  men,  a  class  that  has  but  few  ohll- 
<lren  in  the  publio  schools. 

That  it  has  class  interests  and  opinions  which 
are  opposed  to  the  growth  of  independent 
thought  and  action  among  the  working  people 
whose  children  fill  the  public  schools. 

That  the  object  of  the  Union  League  Club  is  to 
tise  the  word  *' patriotism "  and  the  public 
schools  a-H  instruments  by  which  the  children 
will  be  taught  what  to  think,  and  thus  be  pre- 
vented from  learning  how  to  think. 

That  the  Union  League  Club  would  make  the 
children  <>f  the  poor  mere  echoes,  human  parrots, 
Instead  of  intelligent,  independent  thinkeis,  that 
would  develop  into  citizens  who  will,  in  the 
future,  destroy  establixhed  authority  as  Wash- 
ington did,  or  defy  public  opinion  as  Lloyd  Gar- 
rison did,  though  such  established  authority  and 
such  public  opinion  be  upheld  by  the  richest  and 
most  respectable  class  in  society. 

That  the  revolutionlste  of  the  future  must  be 
like  the  revolutionists  of  the  past,  men  and 
women  of  fearless,  independent  thought. 

That  such  men  and  women  should  be  the  pro- 
duct of  our  public  schools.  The  rich  men  fear 
«uch  revolutionary  producU.  The  Union  League 
Club  seeks  admission  to  the  ))ublic  schools  to 
prevent  their  growth. 

If  this,  our  protest,  be  deemed  insufficient  and 
the  privilege  granted  to  the  Union  League  Club 
be  sustained,  then  we  respectfully  request  the 
aame  privilege,  and  promise  to  supply  all  the 
schools  with  patriotic  speakers  and  the  pupils 
with  patriotic  songs.

Future  Reports  on  Purcheue  of  MaterUU  to 
Sptcify  Estimated  Cost, 

A  report  of  the  committee  that  there  had  been 
presented  to  them,  for  audit,  a  bill  of  Silver, 
Burdett  &  Co.,  for  the  month  of  October,  1897, 
on  which,  among  other  Items,  there  appears  a 
charge  of  $5,200.00  for  28,000  packages  copy  slips 
at  90  cents  per  package. 

The  committee  further  reported  that,  upon  in- 
vestigation, they  found  that  these  slips  were  or- 
dered in  accordance  with  authority  granted  by 
the  Board  at  the  meeting  held  June  80.  1897, 
(page  661  of  the  proceedings),  said  authority 
having  been  granted  upon  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  School  Management,  the  re- 
port for  which  reads  as  follows: 

''A  report  of  the  committee  reoommendlng 
that  the  Business  Manager  be  authorized  to 
purchase  copy  slips  of  the  Normal  Review  Sys- 
tem of  Penmanship,  for  use  in  the  First  and 
Second  Grades.** 

The  committee  felt  that  the  authority  granted 
for  the  purchase  of  the  oopy  slips  should  have 
explicitly  stated  the  quantity  to  be  ordered  and 
fiesired  to  state  that  they  strongly  objected  to 
approving  bills  for  material  purchased  on  author- 
ity similar  to  the  case  in  qestlon. 

The  committee  therefore  recommended  that, 
in  future,  all  reports  recommending  the  purchasa 
of  material,  etc.,  specify  the  exact  quantity 
desired,  together  with  the  actual  or  estimated 
cost  of  the  same. 

The  committee  had  not  felt  authorized  to 
audit  said  bill  without  first  directing  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  to  the  indeflnlteness  of  the 
authority,  and  requesting  special  instructions 
with  reference  to  their  so  doing.

BEPOBT  OF  BUPEBINTBNDENT  OF  SANITATION. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  following  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Sanitation,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds  and  Janitors  and  Supplies  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Schneider. 

Chicago,  Dec.  29, 1897. 
To  the  Board  of  Education  qf  tfu  City  of  Chiaxgo: 

According  to  an  order  from  the  President  of 
the  Board,  dated  October  29th,  I  have  made 
sanitary  examinations  during  the  months  of 
"November  and  December  of  about  fifty  school 
houses  in  various  localities. 

The  sanitary  apparatus,  such  as  drainage, 
plumbing  and  ventilation,  are  in  excellent  order, 
most  school  houses  having  all  modern  appliances 
and  Improvements  which  cannot  be  excelled  by 
any  other  city.  The  rented  school  rooms  are 
also  kept  In  good  order,  and  are  improved  and 
repaired  whenever  necessary. 

The  cleanliness  of  the  school  houses  Is  a  prob- 
lem which  must  be  solved  In  the  near  future.  As 
a  rule,  the  janitors  do  what  Is  required  of  them 
under  the  rules  of  the  Board.  They  clean  and 
scrub  their  buildings  three  times  a  year  and 
sweep  them  every  day. 

AS  a  consequence  of  the  multitude  of  children 
walking  In  and  out  of  the  buildings,  they  carry 
a  great  amount  of  soil  into  the  same,  depositing 
It  upon  the  stairs  and  floors  of  tfaie  halls  and 
schoolrooms.    This  dries  very  soon  and  turns 


into  dust.  This  dust  contains  micro-organisms, 
which  when  inhaled  are  deposited  upon  tb« 
mucns  membranes  of  the  nose,  month,  ttarott, 
larynx,  bronchial  tubes,  and  even  find  their  way 
into  the  lungs.  There  is  no  doubt  that  meades, 
scarlet  fever,  smallpox,  diphtheria,  pnenmonis, 
la  grippe  and  tuberculosis  are  transmitted  In 
this  way. 

At  the  October  session  of  the  Academie  de 
Medicine  in  Paris,  Doctor  Kelsch  spoke  of  his 
researches  in  regard  to  floors  in  public  buIidioKs, 
hospitals  and  barracks,  and  said,  to  cleanliness 
as  much  regard  should  be  shown  as  to  pan 
drinking  water.  As  a  consequence  of  his  bac- 
teriological researches  with  dust  from  such 
buildings  he  claims  that,  with  the  exception  of 
cholera  and  typhus,  the  causes  of  all  the  dis- 
eases I  have  mentioned  above  are  contained 
therein. 

I  would  recommend  that  all  wooden  floors  be 
abolished,  and  stone,  cement,  asphaitum  or 
other  composition  adopted  in  the  constnic- 
tion  of  new  buildings,  and  in  the  old  ones  when 
repairs  to  the  floors  become  necessarv. 

I  shall  continue  this  work,  and  shall  report  to 
you  from  time  to  time  what  I  find,  so  as  to  en- 
able the  Board  of  Education  to  place  a  safe- 
guard around  our  school  children.

BESOLUTIOMS    ON    DK4TH  OF  HON.  WASHIMQTOIV 
HE8IN0. 

The  President  presented  the  following  resolu- 
tions on  the  death  of  Honorable  Washington 
Basing: 

Honorable  Washington  Hesing,  the  news  of 
whose  death  on  the  18th  Inst,  brought  sincere 
regret  to  us  all,  was  a  member  of  this  Board  for 
the  year  1872-78.  He  received  his  appointment 
July  1, 1872,  from  the  Honorable  Joseph  MediU, 
then  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  served 
the  city  during  the  term  of  his  membership  with 
that  rugged  honesty  and  inflexible  purpose 
which  have  ever  been  strong  characteristics  of 
his  in  all  his  career,  both  public  and  private. 

He  was  a  product  of  our  public  schools.  En- 
tering the  Kinzie  School  October  18, 1857,  he  pur- 
sued his  studies  through  the  successive  grades 
of  primary  and  grammar  work,  and  upon  grad- 
uation from  the  high  schools,  entered  Yale  Col- 
lege, from  which  he  was  graduated  with  credit. 
His  snlmeqnent  career  In  Journalism  and  In  pub- 
Iks  affairs  is  familiar  to  all.  While  regretting 
the  loss  of  such  a  valuable  citizen  and  faithful 
public  servant,  it  is  a  pleasure,  and  it  is  fitting 
as  well,  to  recall  the  many  virtues  and  rare 
qualities  which  mark  a  man  of  such  high  char- 
acter. 

He  was  possessed  of  eminent  qualifications  for 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  whatever  position 
he  held.  His  mind  was  well  cultured,  broadened 
both  by  foreign  travel  and  by  a  large  acquaint- 
ance with  men  of  every  type.  He  was  a  man 
who  liked  his  fellow  men  and  loved  bis  city.  To 
both  he  gave  freely  whatever  frlendithip  and 
duty  required.  He  was  of  that  experience 
which  ripens  judgment  and  gives  wisdom.  He 
was  progre8Slve,-independent  and  never  afraid 
to  forward  measures  which  commanded  the  ap- 
Cmrral  of  his  Judgment. 

He   fully  appreciated    the    Importance   and 


grandeur  of  our  public  school  system,  and  sup- 
plemented his  work  as  a  member  of  this  Board 
with  an  interest  that  never  flagged. 

On  October  12,  1882,  twenty-five  years  after 
his  entrance  as  a  pupil  into  the  first  school  of 
his  early  days,  he  made  the  endowment  of  the 
** Hesing  Fund"  In  the  interest  of  the  poor 
children  who  were  unable  to  purchase  the  nec- 
essary text  books  for  an  education,  and  to  this 
generosity  hundreds  of  our  children  are  in- 
debted. 

This  Board  gladly  adds  its  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Hon.  Washington  Hesing  for  what 
he  did  for  the  good  of  all,  and  especially  for  the 
school  children  of  this  city. 

Bewlved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  extend  its  tender  sympathy  to 
the  bereaved  widow  In  her  deep  affliction,  with 
the  hope  that  her  knowledge  of  the  high  place 
her  husband  held  in  the  appreciation  of  all 
citizens  of  this  city,  and  of  so  many  abroad,  may 
bring  some  solace  in  her  hour  of  trial  and  grief.

In  closing  my  official  connection  with  the 
Board,  I  beg  to  assure  you  and  your  present  and 
former  colleagues  in  office  as  memoers  of  the 
Board  of  Education  that  I  shall  always  remem- 
ber with  a  deep  sense  of  appreciation  the  many 
evidences  of  your'  confidence  and  esteem  with 
which  I  have  been  honored  during  the  past  seven 
years.

Ordered,  That  the  Auditor  of  the  Board  be 
and  he  Is  herebv  directed  to  report  to  this  Board 
at  its  next  regular  meeting  any  and  all  means  at 
its  disposal  from  which  such  increase  in  the 
salaries  of  grade  teachers  can  be  made,  or  the

Whbbeas,  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, held  on  September  22, 1897  (see  page  96  of 
the  proceedings),  the  Special  Committee  of  the 
Board,  theretofore  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  with  the  Building  Trades  Council, 
with  a  view  to  settlement  of  certain  contro- 
versies then  pendiUiT,  presented  its  report,  which 
report  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education; 
and 

Whbrbas,  By  the  adoption  of  said  report,  the 
Board  of  Education  thereby  approved  a  certain 
agreement  (see  page  99  of  the  proceedings)  be- 
tween the  Special  Committee  and  the  committee 
of  the  Building  Trades  Council,  in  and  by  which 
said  agreement  the  Building  Trades  Council 
agreed,  on  its  part,  to  call  off  the  strike  then 
existing,  and  to  submit  the  clause,  hereinafter 
set  forth  under  the  arbitration  law,  for  adjudi- 
cation as  to  its  legality,  to  His  Honor,  Judge 
Tuley,  provided  the  Board  of  Education  should 
insert  in  all  of  its  specifications  attached  to 
future  contracts  the  following  provision,  to-wlt: 
*'None  but  union  labor  to  be  employed  on  any 
partof  the  work,  where  said  work  Is  classified 
under  any  existing  union," ^  and  the  Board  of 
Education  agreed  that  none  but  union  workmen 
shall  be  employed  and  placed  upon  its  pay-rolls, 
provided  said  Board  can  legally  give  such  a 
preference;  and 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Education  has,  since 
the  approval  of  the  said  agreement,  inserted  the 
foregoing  provision  in  its  specifications  for  the 
purpose  of  complying  strictly  with  the  terms  of 
said  agreement;  and 

Whbrbas,  No  test  case  has  been  instituted  by 
the  Building  Trades  Council  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  the  legality  of  said  provision,  here- 
inbefore set  forth,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  said 
agreement,  the  duty  of  Instituting  said  test  case 
being  Incumbent  upon  the  Building  Trades 
Council,  as  set  forth  In  said  agreement;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  the  understanding  of  sundry 
members  of  the  Board  of  Education  that  said 
clause,  herehibefore  mentioned,  should  be  In- 
serted In  the  specifications  only  for  the  purpose 
enabling  such  a  test  case  to  be  Instituted,  and 
that  the  Insertion  of  said  clause  was  not  ap- 


proved by  such  members  as  indicating  the  fiaal 
policy  of  the  Board  of  Education  with  referenoe 
thereto;  now,  therefore,  it  Is  hereby 

Resolved,  That  tbe  Committee  on  Judiciary  of 
this  Board  be,  and  hereby  are,  instructed,  tn- 
thorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  take  incfa 
steps,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  as  will  result  in  a 
judioial  determination  as  to  the  legal  right  of  the 
Board  of  Education  to  continue  to  insert  said 
clause  in  its  specifications,  and  to  employ  anion 
,  workmen  exclusively,  and  that,  for  the  purpose 
I  of  obtaining  such  a  decision,  tne  Committee  oq 
Judiciary  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  to 
direct  the  officers  of  the  Board  to  omit  said 
clause  from  one  or  more  specifications,  if  tbef 
shall  deem  it  advisable  to  do  so  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  that  said  committee  be  given  fall 
power  and  discretion  to  determine  the  maoner 
in  which  a  final  adjudication  of  the  qaestion  at 
issue  may  be  obtained,  and  to  employ  additional 
counsel  for  that  purpose,  if  said  committee  aball 
deem  it  necessary  to  do  so.

Settlement  of  Labor  Troubles. 
Mr.  Gallagher,  chairman  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  confer  with  the  Building 
Trades  Council  and  contractors,  with  a  view  to 
arranging  the  present  labor  diflBoulties,  presented 
the  following  report,  and  moved  its  adoption : 

Your  committee  appointed  bv  your  Honorable 
Body  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Building  Trades  Council,  and 
contractors  now  working  for  the  Board,  with  a 
view  to  arranging  a  satisfa<itory  settlement  of 
existing  labor  troubles,  respectfully  beg  leave  to 
report  that  we  have  effected  the  results  sought. 
We  have  entered  into  the  attached  agreement 
with  the  representatives  of  the  Building  Trades 
Council,  and  respectfully  request  your  con- 
currence in  our  action.  Pursuant  to  this, 
we  recommend  that  the  Attorney  be  and 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  institute  proceed- 
ings, at  the  earliest  moment  possible,  under 
the  Illinois  arbitration  act,  before  Judge 
Tuley,  in-  order  that  it  may  be  judicially 
determined  whether  the  Board  of  Bduoation 
has  the  right  to  insert  in  all  future  specifloa- 
tious  and  contracts  the  provision  that  "none 
but  union  labor  shall  be  employed  on  any  part 
of  the  work,  where  said  work  is  classified  under 
any  existing  union,"  and  whether  the  Board  of 
Education  has  the  right  to  enforce  a  rule  where- 
by **  none  but  union  workmen  shall  be  employed 
and  placed  upon  the  pay  roll  of  said  Board  of 
Education."

Your  petitioners,  John  J.  Knickerbocker,  WiUU 
Smith  and  Ellis  L.  Hagenbuck,  respectfully  show, 
that  as  trustees  of  the  estate  of  the  late  James 
J.  Gore,  deceased,  they  hold  in  trust  for  such 
estate  a  leasehold  of  Lots  28  and  S9,  In  Block 
142,  in  School  Section  Addition  to  Chicago, 
which  premises  were  demised  to  said  James  J. 
Gore  in  his  lifetime,  by  the  Board  of  Education 
of  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  the  lease  will  expire  on 
May  8th,  A.  D.  1985. 

Said  premises  have  a  frontage  of  54.32  feet  on 
Monroe  street,  with  a  depth  of  192  feet.  The 
rent,  as  fixed  by  the  appraisers  in  1896,  is  at  the 
rate  of  $18,800  per  annum,  with  a  revaluation 
every  ten  years,  beginning  with  May  8th,  18B6. 

The  premises  are  Improved  with  a  brick  build- 
ing covering  both  lots,  having  four  stories  and 
basement  in  front  and  two  stories  and  base- 
ment in  rear.  The  building  was  erected 
shortly  after  the  great  fire  of  October,  1871,  and 
is  consequently  more  than  twenty-five  years  old. 

The  improvements  are  not  of  a  character 
suited  to  the  locality,  nor  are  they  of  advantage 
either  to  the  estate  or  to  the  Board  of  Education 
as  lessor  and  owner  of  adjacent  property. 

Your  petitioners  have  endeavored,  in  discbarire 
of  the  trust  they  owe  to  the  widow  and  children 
of  their  testator,  to  secure  the  best  returns  pos- 
sible from  said  premises,  but  for  a  period  of 
thirty  months  from  the  time  said  appraisement 
of  181)5  went  Into  eflfect,  until  November  of  last 
year  (1897),  without  any  expense  for  lookinff 
after  said  bulldintr  (your  petitioner  Bagenbnck 
haviuff  attended  thereto),  the  total  result  was 
that  the  income  aggregated  $44,400,  and  the  ex- 
penses. Including  ground  rent,  taxes,  insurance

decision  Of  SUPREME  COURT  IN  KINNAUE  CA.SB. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  following  decision  of 
tho  Supreme  Court  lu  the  case  of  Kinnare,  et.  al., 
Ts.  the  City  of  Chicago  and  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  City  of  Chicago.

The  City  of  Chicago  et  al. 

Mr.  Justice  Boous  delivered  the  opinion  of 
the  court:  .    ,   , 

The  superior  Court  of  Cook  County  ruled  that 
a  declaration  filed  by  the  appellant  administra- 
tor against  the  appellees,  the  City  of  Chicago 
Aiid  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chi. 
<'ag  >,  alleging  that  the  intestate  of  said  admin- 
istrator, while  engaged  as  a  workman  in  the 
«on<itruotion  of  the  roof  of  a  school  building 
which  was  being  erected  in  said  city  by  the 
Board  of  Education  and  the  city,  came  to  his 
death  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of  the  de- 
fendant corporations  in  raillni;  to  provide  prop- 
er safeguard,  railing,  scaffolding,  etc,  for  the 
iise  of  the  said  workman,  was  obnoxious  to  a 
demurrer.  The  correctness  of  such  ruling  Is  the 
sole  question  presented  by  this  record.  We  may 
first  devote  our  attention  to  the  question 
whether  the  demurrer  was  properly  sustained  as 
to  the  Board  of  Education. 

Section  1  of  article  8  of  the  Constitution  of 
1870  Is  as  follows:  "The  General  Assembly  shall 
provide  a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  free 
schools,  whereby  all  children  of  this  State  may 
receive  a  good  common  school  education."  The 
General  Assembly,  lu  view  of  this  declared 
policy  of  the  consiitntion,  deemed  it  expedient, 
in  the  distribution  of  the  powers  of  the  State 
Government,  to  provide  for  the  creation  of 
boards  of  education,  and  to  delegate  to  such 
boards  the  necessary  power  and  charge  them 
with  the  duty  to  carry  the  constitutional  man- 
date into  execution.  Appropriate  legislation 
to  that  end  was  enacted,  which,  so  far  as  need 
hpi  here  considered,  is  embraced  in  paragraphs 
173  to  1*4.  b«»th  Inclusive,  of  chapter  12<,  en- 
titled ^'Schools.*'    (Hurd's  SUt.  1897.) 

Paragraph  173,  as  far  as  It  is  necessary  to  be 
t*et  out  for  the  purpose  of  this  case,  is  as  follows: 
•*In  cities  having  a  population  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  Inhabitants,  from  and  after 
this  act  shall  take  effect,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion shall  consist  of  twenty-one  members,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Common  Council,  seven  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  seven  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
seven  for  the  term  of  three  years."  Paragraphs 
174.  175  and  176  relate  to  the  qualifications  of 
members  of  the  board,  the  organization  thereof, 
and  its  duty  to  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings. 
Paragraph  177  Is  as  follows:  *'The  said  Board  of 
Education  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  the 
public  school**  in  such  cities,  and  shall  have 
power,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  City  Coun- 


cil: First,  to  erect  or  purcba.«e  bnlidings  suit- 
able for  schotd  houses,  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair;  second,  to  buy  or  lease  sites  for  school 
houses,  with  the  necessary  grounds;  third,  to 
issue  bonds  for  the  pun>use  of  bnllding,  far- 
nishlng.  and  repairing  school  hoases,  for  pur- 
chasing sites  fur  the  »ame.  and  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  said  bonds;  to  borrow  mone^ 
for  school  purposes  upon  the  credit  of  thecllj." 
Paragraph  178  invests  the  board  with  various 
powers,  among  which  is  power  to  furnish  Hbs 
school  with  furniture  and  apparatns,  to  emplor 
and  dismiss  teachers,  prescribe  the  cour»e  of 
studies,  to  divide  the  city  into  school  districts,  to 
expel  pupils,  lease  school  properly,  and  looo 
money  belonging  to  the  school  fund.  Parsfnph 
179  commits  to  the  Board  the  entire  supenn- 
tendence  of  schools  and  control  of  school  build- 
ings and  groands.  and  impose  various  duties  to 
be  discharged  by  the  Board  in  connection  with 
the  management  of  the  schools.  Paragraph  181 
direcu  the  title  to  all  real  estate  held  for  the 
use  of  the  schools  shall  be  in  the  city  in  trust  for 
school  purposes,  and  that  sales  of  snob  real  es- 
tate, or  any  interest  therein,  shall  be  made  by 
and  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
Paragraph  182  makes  the  City  Treasurer  the  cus- 
todian of  the  funds  of  the  Board.  Paragraph 
184  is  as  follows:  **AI1  schools  In  such  clii«« 
shall  be  governed  as  hereinbefore  slated,  and  no 
power  given  to  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  City  Council  of  such  city.*' 

It  therefore,  appears  the  appellee  Board  if  a 
corporation  or  quasi  corporation,  created  noton 
vottns  by  the  general  law  of  the  State  to  aid  in 
the  administration  of  the  State  Government, and 
charged  as  such,  with  the  duties  purely  gov- 
ernmental  in  character.  It  owns  no  property, 
and  has  no  private  corporate  interests,  and  de- 
rives no  special  benefits  from  its  corporate  acts. 
It  is  simply  an  agency  of  the  State,  having  ex- 
istence for  the  sole  purpose  of  performing  ce^ 
tain  duties,  deemed  necessary  io  the  malnteih 
ance  of  an  * 'efficient  system  of  free  schools," 
within  the  particular  locality  in  its  Jurisdicdon. 
The  State  acts  in  its  sovereign  capacity,  and 
does  not  submit  its  action  to  the  Judgment  of 
courts,  and  is  not  liable  for  the  torts  or  negli- 
gence of  Its  agents,  and  a  corporation  created 
by  the  State  as  a  mere  agency  for  the  more  effi- 
cient exercise  of  governmental  functions  is  like- 
wise exempted  from  the  obligation  to  respond  in 
damages,  as  master,  for  negligent  acts  of  its 
servants  to  the  same  extent  as  is  the  State  itself, 
unless  such  liability  is  expressly  provided  by  the 
statute  creating  such  agency.  Waltham  v.  Kep- 
ler, 55  III.  846;  Town  of  Odell  v.  Schroeder.  W 
Id.  35*2;  Svmonds  v.  Board  of  Supervii«or<  71  Id. 
85-».  Wilcox  V.  City  of  Chlcairo,  107  id.  »4;  El- 
more V.  Drainage  Comrs ,  185  Id.  269;  Nagle  v. 
Wakey,  161  id  ,887;  15  Am.  &  Bnir.  Enoy.  of  Uw, 
p.  1164;  2  Dillon  ou  Mun.  Corp.,  p.  119S.

There  Is  little  if  any  demand  for  stores,  and  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  rent  the  upper  stories,  and 
the  conclusion  of  your  petitioner  la  that  a  new 
building  must  be  erected.  This  involves  a  lar^re 
outlay,  and  such  outlay  would  be  nnjustlflable, 
conslderinir  the  rUk  already  assumed,  so  long  as 
the  ten -year  revaluation  clause  remains  in  the 
lease  of  said  premises.

ent improvements,  and  the  aforesaid  revaluation 
clause  prevents  your  petitioner  from  borrowing 
the  funds  needed  to  put  up  a  new  building.

Report  on  BuUdino  for  Blind  Deferred, 

A  report  of  the  committee  in  reference  to  the 
proposed  erection  of  a  dormitory  in  connecUoB 
with  the  school  for  the  blind,  as  follows: 

Tour  Committee  on  Buildings  and  GrooDds  re- 
spectfully beg  leave  to  report  that  the  matter  of 
the  construction  of  a  building  for  the  blind,  on 
the  lot  on  West  Nineteenth  street,  100  feet  w«l 
j    of  the  boulevard,  adjoining  the  State  Indnslrisl 
I    Institution,  which  was  purchased  by  the  Board 
I    of  Education  on  March  24, 1802,  has  been  befon 
your  committee  a  number  of  times ;  that,  at  a 
<   meeting  of  the  committee  held  February  11, 1896, 
'    the  Superintendent  was  requested  to  give  abis- 
,    tory  of  the  proceedings  in  connection  with  said 
I    proposed  building  for  the  blind,  and  the  Attor- 
ney requested  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  leeal- 
!    Ity  of  establishing  a  dormitory  for  the  use  of 
blind  children  in  said  building.    (Copies  of  the 
Superintendent's  report  and  the  Attorney's  opin- 
ion are  attached  herewith  and  made  a  part  of 
this  report.) 

Your  committee  further  report  that,  in  view 
of  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  the 
ODiniou  of  the  Attorney,  tbey  are  of  the  opinion 
that  there  Is  no  authority  in  law  justifying  the 
expenditure  of  any  portion  of  the  school  rands 
for  the  fitting  up,  malotalning  or  supporting  a 
dormitory  In  connection  with  the  8<:hool  bmld- 
ing  for  the  blind,  but,  inasmuch  as  efforts  are 
being  made  to  have  a  sufficient  sum  set  apart, 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  a  dormitory  in  connection  with 
said  school,  your  committee  respectfully  reoom- 
mend  that,  if  said  efforts  are  snooeasful,  and 
satisfactory  evidence  is  presented  to  the  Board 
that  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  supporting  a 
dormitory  shall,  in  no  way,  be  a  charge  agahist 
the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Education,  at  Uiisor 
any  future  time,  a  building  be  erected  on  said 
site,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $90,000,  and  that  the 
Architect  of  the  Board  be  Instructed  to  prepare 
plans  for  said  building. 

To  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds: 

In  accordance  with  your  Instructions,  I  report 
that  on  March  24, 189^  the  Common  Council  set 
apart  $50,000  out  of  the  school  tax  to  ''be  used 
for  the  mental  and  manual  training  of  the 
blind.** 

On  May  16,  1894,  a  lot  on  West  Nineteenth 
street,  100  feet  west  of  the  boulevard,  adjoining 
the  State  Industrial  Institution  for  the  Blind, 
was  purchased  for  $6,000,  and  the  taxes  for  that 
year  amounting  to  $24.76. 

Requests  have  been  submitted  from  time  to 
time  to  the  Board  of  Education  and  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Grounds  that  a  school 
building  be  erected  on  said  lot.  The  school 
census  for  1896  shows  that  there  are  92  blind 
persons  under  21  years  of  age  in  the  City  of 
Chicago.  Many  of  the  blind  children  residing  in 
Chicago  have  been  cared  for  and  instructed  at 
the  State  Institution  for  the  Blind  at  Jackson- 
ville, til.  The  State  ha5«  made  special  provision 
by  a  general  tax  for  the  care  and  instruction  of 
the  blind,  the  deaf  and  the  feeble-minded,  and 
Chicago  and  Cook  County  are  taxed  equally 
with  other  portions  of  the  State  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  State  has  recently  enacted  a  law  by 
which  it  provides  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf 
at  their  liomes,  provided  there  are  sufllctent 
pupils  in  the  locality  to  establish  a  class.  This  Is 
evidence  that  the  State  has  primarily  assumed

DECISION    OP    JUDGE  TULEY    IN    THE    BUILDING 
TBADBS  COUNCIL   CA8B. 

The  Clerk  presented  a  eommunlcatfon  from 
the  Attorney  of  the  Board,  submitting  the  de- 
cLsion  of  Judge  Tuley  In  the  Building  Trades 
Council  case  vs.  the  Board  of  Education  : 

CIRCUIT  COURT  OP  COOK  COUNTY. 

Building  Trades  Council  vs.  Board  of  Education 
of  the  Cltv  of  Chicago.  Submission  under  act, 
June  17.  l'887.    Decided  March  12, 1898. 

Tuley,  J.— 
The  questions  submitted  here  are:  Whether 
the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
has  ''the  right  to  insert  in  all  contracts  and  sped- 
"flcationa  connected  therewith  the  provi.«lon  that 
"none  but  union  labor  shall  be  employed  In  any 
"part  of  the  work  where  said  work  is  classified 
"under  any  existing  union";  and 

Second.  Whether  said  Boanl  of  Education  has 
the  rljjht  to  enforce  a  rule  whereby  "none  but 
union  workmen  shall  be  employed  and  placed 
upon  the  pay  roll  of  the  Board.*' 

Waiving  for  the  present  the  «iuesti(m  whether 
this  is  a  "controversy,"  within  the  meaning  of 
"The  act  to  prevent  delay  in  the  administration 
of  justice."  I  will  give  my  jutignient  upon  the 
points  Involved,  as  I  agreed  to  do  upon  the  said 
submission  being  made. 

There  would  be  no  question  misled  If  the  eon- 
tracts  or  pay  rolls  In  question  were  those  of  a 


private  Individual,  as  to  his  right  to  i^trovlde  for 
the  employment  of  union  labor  only.  A  prtrstr 
Individual  has  the  undoubted  right  to  put  iuy 
such  provision  in  any  contract  that  he  mijr 
make,  or  he  mav  put  in  a  provi>Ion  that  do 
union  labor  shall  be  employed  in  carrying  oo  tb«- 
contract.  He  may  insert  either  provision  that 
he  wishes,  at  a  loss  to  himself,  or  from  mere  seo- 
tlment  or  caprice.  The  law  recognizes  the  rtjfht 
of  an  Individual  to  do  wht^t  he  will  with  his  owb 
in  that  regard.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  tbst 
under  certain  circumstances  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation might  insert  in  its  contracts  a  provisioD 
for  the  employment  of  none  but  union  labor,  or 
a  provision  that  no  union  labor  should  be  em- 
ployed, but,  being  public  officials,  charged  with 
the  duties  of  a  public  trust,  the  members  of  the 
Board  could  not  act,  knowingly,  at  a-  loss  to  the 
public  funds,  or  from  mere  sentiment  or  caprice, 
or  from  anv  motive  other  than  to  subserve  the 
publlo  interests  and  to  faithfully  discharge  the 
public  trust  confided  to  them. 

If  the  Board  should  find  that  the  skilled  labor 
of  the  country  was  practically  organized  into 
"unions,**  whose  members  refused  to  work  frith 
non-unionists,  that  nnless  a  clause  requiring  ai: 
work  to  be  done  by  "union**  labor  be  ins^ted, 
there  will  probaby  be  "strikes**  upon  the 
work,  causing  delay,  loss  and  trouble  in- 
cident to  strikes,  and  if  it  should  find  that 
by  reason  of  the  situation  confrootliut  the 
Board  it  would  be  wise  and  prudent  to  insert 
such  provision,  or,  in  other  words,  if  the  Board 
should,  in  the  discharge  of  their  public  trust,  be 
honestly  of  the  opinion  after  due  investlgatk)!!, 
that  the  public  Interests,  both  as  to  eoonooiylo 
the  construetion  of  the  work,  and  the  oharaoter 
of  the  work  done  would  be  best  subserved  by 
the  insertion  of  the  Union  Labor  clause  in  the 
contracts.  It  would  clearly  have  the  right  and  H 
would  be  its  duty  to  insert  such  a  provision. 

There  can.  In  my  opinion,  be  no  doubt  of  the 
legality  of  the  Union  Labor  clause,  nor  as  to  the 
rule  as  to  placing  none  but  Unionists  upon  tlie 
pay  roll.  If  the  Board  should  be  of  the  opinion 
that  the  public  Interests  would  be  best  pro- 
moted thereby.  The  propriety  of  so  doing,  or 
the  justification  of  so  doing,  is  a  question  solely 
for  the  Board  to  decide.  They  must  decide  as 
to  the  proper  performanoe  of  their  duties  and 
the  proper  discharge  of  the  trust  Imposed  upon 
ihem. 

It  Is  urged,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Edoea* 
tlon,  being  a  publlo  asrency,  and  the  work  in 
ouestlon  being  work  which  Is  for  the  benefit  of 
the  public,  that  It  Is  against  public  policy  that 
the  Board  of  Education  should  discriminate  as 
between  **rnion'*  and  **Non-Uni<m**  labor.  Be 
that  as  It  may.  It  Is  not  for  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  decide  itself,  or  to  be  guided  by  what  it 
believes  to  be  the  best  public  policy.  It  Is  for 
the  State  Legislature  to  determine  questions  of 

fmblic  policy.  The  Board  of  Education  has  no 
eglslatlve  duties  to  perform  In  connection  with 
the  carrying  on  of  Its  public  works,  and  in  the 
absence  of  limitations  or  restrictions  Imposed 
by  the  State  Legislature,  it  must  perform  its 
duties  and  discharge  Its  trust  with  a  view  solelr 
to  the  best  Interests  of  the  public,  having  regard 
to  economy  In  the  construction  of  the  work 
contracted  for  and  the  quality  of  the  work  to  be 
done. 

In  my  opinion,  however,  there  Is  no  such  legal 
"controversy"  between  the  parties  to  this  sob- 
mission,  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Build- 
ing Trades  Council,  such  as  is  contemplated  by 
the  aet  under  which  this  submission  Is  made.

BUILDINGS  AND   GROUNDS. 

Mr.  Cusack,  chairman  of  the  Ck>mmittee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds,  presented  reports  of  the 
committee,  as  follows: 

Cimngt  in  Ptana  of  School  Buildings. 
A  report  of  the  committee  that  on  June  6, 1896, 
.the  City  Council  oououired  in  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  to  erect  an  eight-room  addi- 
tion to  the  West  Pullman  School  building,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $35,000;  that  they  were  In 
receipt  of  a  communication  from  Superintendent 
Lane  to  the  effect  that  It  Is  absolutely  neces«*ary 
to  erect  a  twelve-room  addition  with  assembly 
hall  at  West  Pullman,  and  recommending  that 
the  President  and  the  Secretary  bR  Instructed  to 
request  the  concurrence  of  the  City  Council  In 
the  recommendation  to  erect  a  twelve-room 
addition,  with  assembly  hall,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $50,000. 

SelUement  With  Ralph  and  Sumner  SoUitt, 
Maton  Contractors. 
A  report  of  the  committee  that  they  were  In 
receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Business 
Manager  to  the  effect  that  Ralph  and  Sumner  Sol- 
litt,  mason  contractors  for  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Workshop,  and  remodelling  of  the  Supply  Room 
controlled  by  the  Board,  during  the  progress  of 
said  work  destroyed  a  ten-ton  platform  scale  be- 
longing to  the  Board,  in  consequence  of  which 
the  said  Board  were  obliged  to  purchase  a  new 
scaleat  a  cost  of  $274.7.5.  and  that  prior  to  the 
destruction  of  said  scale,  a  proposal  was  re- 
ceived from  Fairbanks,  Morse  &  Co.  offering  to 
rebuild  and  repair  said  scale  for  the  sum  of 
$122.85,  thus  entailing  an  extra  expense  to  the 
Board  of  $151.90. 


The  oommlttee  found,  upon  referring  this  mat- 
ter to  the  Attorney,  Architect  and  Budness  Man- 
ager, that  the  firm  of  Ralph  and  Sumner  Sollltt 
are  justly  indebted  to  the  Board  for  the  amount 
of  this  extra  expense,  and  therefore  reooo- 
mended  that  this  amount  be  deducted  from  anr 
monies  due  said  firm. 

The  committee  further  reported  tbat,eubsf- 
quent  to  the  time  the  Business  Manager  called 
the  attention  of  the  mason  contractor  to  tlie 
above  damage,  they  presented  a  counter  olaim 
in  the  sum  ot  $200  for  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  to  furnish  flooring  required  In  connection 
with  their  work  in  rebuilding  the  Worktop. 

The  committee  referred  said  claim  to  the  At- 
torney of  the  Board  who  reported  that  on  July 
12, 1897.  the  firm  of  Ralph  and  Sumner  Sollftt  filed 
a  claim  for  extras  in  the  sum  of  $399.40.  in 
which  no  r*»ference  was  made  to  the  subsequent 
claim  of  $200  for  failure  of  the  Board  to  famlsli 
flooring. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  committee  recom- 
mended that  the  claim  of  $200  be  not  considered, 
but  that  the  claim  of  $399.40  be  allowed,  pro- 
vided the  same  is  approved  by  the  Architect  of 
the  Board.

Report  Appropriating  Five  Thousand  DnUarf 
for  School  Board  C't/mmfssfon  De/erre<t. 

A  report  of  the  oommltteethat  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  having  app«dnted 
a  School  Board  Commission,  and  the  City 
Council  having  concurred  In  the  appointment  of 
the  same,  alihtmgh  no  mtmey  Is  now  available 
in  the  City  Treasury  for  this  purpose,  an<t  the 
City  Council  having  set  aside  In  their  appropn- 
arlnn  for  school  purposes  in  the  tax  lerv  for
